Your  Personal  Invitation  to  the  Lindesmith  Collection 

by  Q.  David  Bowers 


Auction!  An  exciting  word. 
To  the  best  of  iny  knowledge, 
no  significant  collection  of  rare 
coins  has  ever  been  formed 
without  participation  in  auc¬ 
tion  sales.  Such  events  draw 
the  brightest  and  the  best— the 
creme  de  la  creme  of  numismat¬ 
ics.  Often,  scarce  and  rare 
coins  have  a  way  of  going 
from  one  cabinet  to  another, 
through  the  auction  medium, 
seiwing  to  showcase  them  each  time  they  appear. 

While  rarities  gain  headlines,  auctions  are  very 
cosmopolitan  in  their  composition.  Usually,  even  in 
the  greatest  sales  with  the  most  famous  names  at¬ 
tached  to  them,  there  are  pieces  of  entiy-level  signifi¬ 
cance,  so  that  even  the  beginning  numismatist  can 
compete  effectively.  Indeed,  a  typical  coin  collection 
is  composed  of  many  things— some  common,  some 
rare,  and  some  in  between. 

So  it  is  with  the  present  auction  sale,  which  brings 
to  the  fore  some  truly  beautiful  scarcities  and  rarities 
intermixed  with  sets,  groups,  and  offerings  that  will 
appeal  to  just  about  anyone.  What  a  smorgasbord 
awaits  you  as  you  look  through  the  pages! 

The  collection  of  the  late  Robert  Lindesmith  is 
the  source  for  the  majority  of  specimens  in  the 
present  offering.  Bob,  who  was  prominent  in  numis¬ 
matics  for  many  decades,  passed  away  in  July  1999. 
(Certain  of  his  coins  were  featured  by  us  in  our  No¬ 
vember  sale  in  Baltimore,  more  are  offered  here, 
and  additional  pieces  wall  be  jjresented  snbse- 
(piently.  Bob’s  holdings  were,  in  a  word,  immense. 
And,  in  another  word,  they  were  interesting. 

The  cabinet  of  Gordon  Duvall,  also  diverse  and 
fascinating,  yielded  many  pieces  in  our  November 


sale  and  brings  to  the  auction  venue  many  coins  in 
the  present  catalogue.  To  these  are  added  additional 
specimens  from  the  estate  of  Cdiarles  Colver,  the  well- 
known  California  numismatist  who  began  the  hobby 
in— would  you  believe  it?— the  year  1927!  For  the  rest 
of  his  life  he  enjoyed  coins  and  “coin  people,”  this 
interspersed  with  other  activities  including  being  the 
mayor  of  Covina  for  multiple  terms. 

Colonial  and  early  American  coins  in  the  present 
catalogue  begin  with  that  tried  and  true  numismatic 
favorite,  the  1652-dated  large  planchet  Pine  Tree 
shilling,  technically  described  as  Noe-1.  From  that 
point  the  selection  continues  to  include  some  inter¬ 
esting  coins  of  the  states  (check  out  the  two  notable 
Connecticut  highlights),  Fugio  coppers,  and  Wash¬ 
ington  pieces.  Half  cents  commence  with  the  first 
year  of  issue,  1793,  and  continue  to  the  last,  1857, 
the  final  date  being  represented  by  a  beautiful 
Proof.  Large  cents,  the  veiy  foundation  of  American 
numismatics  as  we  know-  it,  range  from  1793,  again 
the  first  year  of  issue,  through  the  1850s— and  in¬ 
clude  many  delicacies  along  the  way.  Flying  Eagle 
and  Indian  cents,  Lincoln  cents,  nickel  three-cent 
pieces,  nickel  five-cent  pieces  of  different  designs 
are  offered— ranging  from  rarities  and  gems  to 
groups  and  starter  sets.  Silver  three-cent  pieces 
(called  trimes  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Treasury  when 
they  were  first  issued  in  1851),  include  scarce  and 
rare  pieces,  follow  ed  by  a  nice  selection  of  silver  half 
dimes  (beginning  w'ith  the  first  dated  issue,  1794), 
some  attractive  early  dimes,  and  (juarter  dollars 
from  the  very  beginning,  179(1,  onward. 

Half  dollars  are  abundant  and  range  from  early  is¬ 
sues  to  late.  One  nice  thing  about  the  half  dollar  de¬ 
nomination  is  that  coinages  were  liberal  (or  most  vears 
and  varieties,  thus  making  them  (airly  easy  to  collect. 
Again,  the  specialist  and  advanced  collector  will  revel 
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in  the  opportunity  to  compete  for  seldom-seen  gems 
and  rarities,  while  the  person  who  has  just  “discov¬ 
ered”  Bowers  and  Merena  and  the  hobby  of  coin  col¬ 
lecting  will  feel  etjually  at  home— with  many  inexpen¬ 
sive  lots.  Then  come  silver  dollars,  including  a  truly  re¬ 
markable  rarity  from  1795,  identified  here  in  our  of¬ 
fice  after  it  tvas  sent  in  as  an  ordinaiy  variety.  I’hen  fol¬ 
low  other  early  dollars,  the  ever-popular  and  fairly 
scarce  (lobrecht  dollars  of  18-16,  a  nice  run  of  Liberty 
Seated  dollars,  and  then  Morgan  dollars.  The  last  form 
the  focus  of  attention  for  millions  of  casual  collectors 
and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  serious  numismatists. 
•Minted  from  1878  to  1921,  in  nearly  100  major  date 
and  mintmark  varieties,  Morgan  dollars  are  very  egali¬ 
tarian-common  issties  are  very  inexpensive,  even  in 
Mint  State,  and  appeal  to  Just  about  eveiy  budget.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  series  is  spiced  with  a  number  of 
rarities— such  as  the  beautiful  Proof  1895  you  will  find 
listed  and  offered  for  your  consideration.  Trade  dol¬ 
lars  complete  the  offering  of  regular  silver  issues. 

Commemoratives  have  always  been  interesting  to 
us,  as  each  piece  has  its  own  stoiy  to  tell.  However, 
the  market  in  commemoratives  has  been  somewhat 
soft  in  recent  years,  which  results  in  two  things;  For 
the  uninitiated,  the  series  is  thus  uninteresting,  and 
coins  are  not  considered  for  purchase.  However,  the 
contrarian— and  1  have  always  considered  myself  to  be 
a  contrarian— will  realize  that  the  best  time  to  buy  in 
ayi^  market  is  when  prices  are  veiy  low  and  there  is 
not  much  interest— not  when  new  records  are  being 
set  eveiy  day.  In  any  event,  pay  attention  to  them  or 
ignore  them  as  you  wish— commemoratives  for  the 
most  part  are  cheajjer  today  than  they  were  1 1  years 
ago  at  the  height  of  the  market  in  1989. 

Pattern  coins  furnish  endless  interest,  as  just  about 
every-  piece  is  a  major  rarity,  and  yet  prices  are  often 
(|uite  reasonable— the  typical  jiiece  selling  for  just  a 
few  thousand  dollars,  with  some  dropping  into  the 
hundreds  of  dollars.  My  recommendation  if  you  are 
not  a  pattern  collector  is  to  read  some  of  the  pattern 
descriptions  and  study  the  designs  carefully,  and  con¬ 
template  the  pleasure  you  might  have  if  you  owned 
them.  Of  course,  if  you  are  specialist,  this  is  redun- 
flant,  as  you  alreaily  know'  the  appeal  ol  such  coins. 

Gold  coin.s,  long  a  specialty  here  at  Bowers  and 
.Metcna,  is  another  series  which  oilers  many  delights. 


from  the  common  to  the  rare,  from  the  early  to  the 
late  (“late”  in  gold  coins  generally  meaning  the  1920s, 
not  modern  times),  fhe  highlights  are  many,  and  to 
list  them  all  would  l)e  tantamount  to  creating  a  new 
section  of  the  catalogue.  However,  be  sure  to  check 
out  such  items  as  a  truly  unforgettable  1858  $10  and  a 
“budget”  1876  $,S  (have  you  ever  seen  such  an  1876?), 
a  veiy  interesting  1843-0  $5— make  that  tiuo  interest¬ 
ing  specimens  of  this  variety— and  other  delicacies, 
concluded  by  some  impressive  $50  gold  slugs  from 
Galifornia  and  other  pieces. 

Now  to  numismatic  Americana:  If  you  enjoy  to¬ 
kens  and  medals,  you  must  participate  in  this  sale— no 
question  about  it!  Certain  of  the  pieces  gathered  by 
Bob  Lindesmith  and  Gordon  Duvall  have  not  seen 
the  light  of  day  for  over  a  generation,  and  provide  a 
fresh  opportunity  to  acquire  specimens  that  range 
from  the  common  to  rare,  but  in  each  instance  are 
historically  fascinating.  Early  Merchant  tokens  as  de¬ 
lineated  by  Russ  Rulau,  a  nice  spread  of  Hard  Times 
tokens  of  a  later  era,  (juite  a  few'  Civil  War  tokens, 
embossed  shell  cards,  exjjosition  and  commemora¬ 
tive  medals,  and  more  will  greet  your  eyes  as  yoti  look 
through  the  pages.  I  invite  you  to  linger  awhile,  as  not 
to  miss  a  single  piece. 

Please  participate  in  the  sale.  After  each  auction 
event  we  have  clients  who  read  the  coverage  in  Numis¬ 
matic  Neius,  Coin  World,  or  see  it  on  the  Internet,  or 
hear  about  it  somewhere  else,  w'ho  then  say:  “I  only 
wish  I  had  bought  that  coin.”  Of  course,  by  then  it  is 
too  late,  the  coin  is  owned  by  someone  else  and  may 
not  be  available  for  a  long  time,  perhaps  not  for  a 
generation  or  more.

Mendes  I.  Cohen,  Robert  C’.ilmor— or  expand  the  list 
even  beyond  this).  Numismatics  aside,  if  you  bring 
your  family  with  you,  the  beautiful  Harbor  Place  is 
close  to  the  convention  center  and  offers  nice  restau¬ 
rants,  multiple-level  shopping,  boutiques,  and  more— 
not  to  overlook  museums  and  other  local  attractions. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  Bowers  and  Merena  orga¬ 
nization  I  thank  you  for  your  interest  in  the  sale,  look 
forward  to  having  you  be  a  participant,  and  share  the 
pleasure  that  you  will  have  once  certain  coins  are  in 
your  own  collection.  May  Lady  Luck  be  with  you.  I 
hope  that  success  attends  your  bidding  efforts,  and 
that  you  will  experience  the  same  Joy  of  ownership 
that  Robert  Lindesmith,  Gordon  Duvall,  and  Charles 
Colver  did.  The  pleasure  of  possession  is  what  numis¬ 
matics  is  all  about.

Colonial  Coins 

Our  offering  of  colonial  and  early  American  coins  includes 
many  choice,  rare,  and  ever-interesting  examples.  Among  state 
coinages,  two  very  special  1787  Connecticut  coppers  will  attract 
interest,  one  for  its  rarity  and  the  other  for  its  peculiarity  of 
strike.  Early  American  issues  are,  of  course,  the  bedrock  of 
numismatics  of  our  countiy— and  within  this  discipline,  our  Lot 
No.  1  is  particularly  significant. 


Attractive  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling 

Noe-l,  Large  Planchet 


1  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shilling.  Noe-l.  AU-50.  Large 
Planchet.  Lustrous  lilac-gray  with  strong  design  details  and  ex¬ 
emplary  eye  appeal.  Edge  lightly  clipped  on  the  obverse  at 
6:00.  Mainly  nicely  centered,  with  the  obverse  edge  encroach¬ 
ing  upon  MASAT;  dentils  present  in  all  other  areas.  Reverse 
edge  near  the  tops  of  AN  ;  DOM,  but  still  well  centered.  From 
clashed  dies,  w'ith  an  XII  noted  below  the  pine  tree  motif. 
Choice  for  the  grade. 

Weight:  67.7  grains;  Diameter:  27.4  mm. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  Noe-l  is  the  archetypal  American  colonial 
coin— a  microcosm  between  two  surfaces  of  what  early  American  numismat¬ 
ics  is  all  about. 

2  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shilling.  Noe-16.  VF-20.  Small 
Planchet.  Medium  gray  and  quite  attractive  overall.  Nicely  cen- 
tererl  and  devoid  of  unsightly  marks.  Late  state  of  the  obverse, 
with  die  breaks  in  two  lowest  left  branches.  A  popular  and 
fairly  plentiful  variety.

Small  Planchet.  Well  worn  in  most  areas,  although  the  attiihu- 
tion  is  confirmable.

4  (1641-42)  St.  Patrick  or  Mark  Newby  farthing.  Breen-212  for 
type.  “Sea  Beasts”  below  king.  Medium  brown  with  lighter 
high  points.  Patches  of  green  patina  in  certain  protected  areas. 
Full  brass  plug  at  crown. 

Weight  83.0  grains;  Diameter:  25.3  mm. 

In  FLOREAT,  FLORE  is  high,  with  those  letters  leaning  sharply  left,  base 
of  E  well  above  .4T,  those  letters  upright,  Rp:\  widely  spaced,  triple  dot  or 
“Masonic"  punctuation  after  REX.  Nose  of  harp’s  effig\'  points  to  the  back 
of  the  upright  of  the  R.  Indeterminate  harpstring  count:  at  least  1 1  below 
the  king’s  wrist,  but  weak  in  that  area.

Connecticut  coppers  have  been  popular  for  a  long  time.  No 
other  area  in  state  coinage  offers  such  a  wide  selection— well 
over  300  varieties,  of  which  more  than  200  fall  into  the  readily 
available  or  at  least  relatively  inexpensive  category.  Onr  offer¬ 
ing  of  pieces  from  the  Robert  Lindesmith  Collection  last 
November,  plus  an  illustrious  presentation  of  the  Perkins 
Collection  by  Stack’s  this  past  January,  combined  to  draw 
additional  attention  to  the  series.  The  presently-offered  selec¬ 
tion  of  Connecticut  coppers  ranges  from  the  common  to  the 
rare  and  has  items  for  just  about  eveiy  specialist.

memories),  and  winds  down  with  a  lovely  Proof  1857.

While  Howard  R.  Newcomb  i.s  remembered  today  for  his  study  of  1816- 
1857  copper  cents,  in  a  broader  sense  he  is  known  as  one  of  the  first  serious 
students  of  die  varieties  in  the  silver  series,  including  Morgan  dollars.  How¬ 
ever,  his  other  work  was  not  published  in  any  specific  place,  and  can  be  ap¬ 
preciated  only  bv  reading  notes  here  and  there. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  where  the  terms  Booby  Head  and  Silly 
Head  originated.  They  were  in  use  by  the  late  1850.S.  This  reminds  us  to  ask 
if  any  readers  have  copies  of  The  Boston  Transcript,  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  city  indicated,  which  in  the  1850s  contained  articles  on  coin  collecting 
written  by  Jeremiah  Colburn.  If  such  could  be  located  and  reprinted,  this 
would  move  back  the  starting  point  of  copper  cent  literature  from  where  it 
is  now.

For  generations  the  15-star  1817  has  fascinated  numismatists.  Its  origin  is 
unexplained,  although  from  time  to  time  it  has  been  called  a  pattern.  It  prob¬ 
ably  resulted  from  inattention  at  the  Mint,  but,  statistically  speaking,  the 
chances  ot  adding  two  e.xtra  stars  would  seem  to  be  remote.  There  are  a  few 
instances  in  which  the  star  count  was  wrong  by  one,  such  as  the  1828  12-star 
halt  cent  and  the  1832  12-star  $5  (the  latter  being  much  rarer  than  generally 
appreciated),  but  to  have  an  error  of  two  stars  is  incredible.  Many— but  not 
all— of  the  interlocking  combinations  of  this  and  related  dies  are  rather 
crudely  struck,  with  the  obverse  and  reverse  die  being  misaligned  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  die  laces.  There  must  be  some  story  involving  the  die  and  strik¬ 
ing,  but  we  do  not  know  what  it  is.

This  numismatic  curiosity,  commonly  known  as  a  “restrike,”  is  believed  to 
have  been  produced  in  Philadelphia  just  past  the  mid-19ih  centurv'.  Conven¬ 
tional  wisdom  has  it  that  the  Mint  disposed  of  old  and  broken  dies  as  “scrap 
iron”  on  several  occasions,  including  in  1859  (years  latei,  additional  dies 
appeared  in  the  Linderman  estate  but  are  not  relevant  to  the  present  di.scu,s- 
sion).  Some  of  these  were  acquired  by  local  numismatists,  and  various  re¬ 
strikes  and  unusual  die  combinations  were  made— some  of  which  (such  as 
strikings  of  early  half  eagles  in  white  metal  and  copper)  found  their  way  into 
books  on  pattern  coins,  and  others  of  which  did  not.  The  1823  restrike,  from 
dies  that  were  rusted  and  broken  (on  the  obverse)  achieved  particular  popu¬ 
larity,  and  examples  were  made  on  several  different  occasions— each  time 
unrecorded  as  to  the  specific  person  striking  them  and  the  quantity  made. 
Today  the  restrike  is  popular  not  as  a  substitute  for  an  original  1823  cent, 
but  as  a  highly  collectible  cent  on  its  own— along  with  the  somewhat  related 
(in  concept)  1804  “restrike.”

Nickel  five-Cent  pieces 

Our  selection  of  nickel  five-cent  pieces  includes  examples  of 
the  Shield,  Liberty  Head,  and  Indian  or  Buffalo  types.  Among 
the  Shield  issues  are  a  number  of  interesting  die  varieties— 
fascinating  to  collect,  and  often  available  for  just  a  modest 
premium.  Mint  State  and  Proof  Shield  and  Liberty  Head 
nickels  are  excellent  values,  in  our  opinion,  in  grades  less  than 
the  “65”  level.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  present  generation 
of  investors  has  been  brainwashed  into  thinking  that  to  be  of 
“investment  quality”  (whatever  that  means)  a  piece  must  be  MS- 
65  or  Proof-65,  or  finer.  This  leaves  lesser  pieces  with  a  smaller 
demand  and  market.  Never  mind  the  truth  that  sometimes  an 
eye-appealing  MS-63  can  be  better  than  a  certified  MS-65  with 
spots!  Anyway,  it  seems  to  us  that  there  are  many  excellent 
values  among  Mint  State  and  Proof  issues,  with  prices  often 
lower  than  they  were  at  the  peak  of  the  market  in  1989.

I'he  reason  is  simple:  1794  through 
1796  half  dimes  all  have  15  obverse  stars,  1797  half  dimes  have  13,  15,  or  16 
obverse  stars,  and  all  1800  and  later  half dimes  have  13  stars  each.  Thus  the 
order  of  production  was  15  stars,  16  stars,  and  13  stars.

The  1859  half  dime  is  basically  a  one-year-only  issue.  The  dies  for  the  issue 
were  created  by  Anthony  Paquet,  and  differ  in  several  ways  from  those  of 
earlier  and  later  dates.  Most  noticeable  is  the  taller  and  thinner,  and  per¬ 
haps  more  graceful,  rendition  of  Liberty  on  the  obverse.  Also,  the  obverse 
stars  have  hollow  centers.  The  Paquet  die  work  appears  only  on  the  1859- 
dated  half  dime;  none  of  the  other  silver  denominations  for  the  date  were 
produced  using  his  handiwork.

An  important  and  popular  transitional  piece,  made  while 
UNITED  STATES  OE  AMERICA  was  being  moved  fr  om  the 
reverse  to  the  obverse  of  the  denomination.  That  legend  is 
missing  on  this  popular  type,  giving  a  “coin  without  a  countr\'” 
appearance  to  the  design.  Perhaps  jirst  50  to  75  examples  of 
the  date  are  available  to  today’s  collectors.  Pattern  specialists 
and  collectors  of  Liberty  Seated  half  dimes  alike  desire  attrac¬ 
tive  examples  of  this  issue,  which  places  double  the  demand 
on  the  existing  specimens. 

Mint  Director  James  Ross  Snowden  stated  that  just  100  examples  of  this 
rarity  were  struck.  His  is  probably  an  accurate  figure,  as  he  was  most  likely 
present  when  the  pieces  were  struck.  Director  Snowden  had  a  profound  ef¬ 
fect  on  American  numismatics  during  the  1853-1861  years,  when  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint  was  his  playground,  in  effect  turning  that  facility  into 
.America’s  leading  “coin  dealer,”  producing  uncounted  “delicacies”  for  the 
collectors  of  the  day,  this  activity  beginning  in  a  significant  way  toward  the 
end  of  his  administration— in  1859.  Some  account  of  this  is  given  in  Dave 
Bowers’  book,  American  Numismatics  Before  the  Civil  War,  1760-1860,  a  few 
copies  of  which  remain  from  the  original  printing  (check  with  our  Publica¬ 
tions  Department).

Called  the  “Little  Orphan  Annie”  dime  for  decades,  this  popular  date  has 
long  been  considered  a  key  to  the  Liberty  Seated  dime  series.  In  the  March 
1999  edition  of  The  Numismatist,  (house  organ  of  the  American  Numismatic 
.Association),  an  intriguing  article  by  author  Leonard  Augsburger  titled  Leg¬ 
ends  of  the  Little  Orphan  Annie,  shed  some  new  light  on  the  subject  of  this 
popular  date. 

It  seems  that  numismatist  Frank  Ross  (1872-1955)  assigned  the  name  the 
“Little  Orphan  Annie”  dime,  although  it  is  not  known  precisely  when  the 
designation  first  appeared  in  print.  Ross  was  responsible  for  a  series  of  leg¬ 
ends  written  in  Hobbies  magazine  regarding  the  rarity  of  the  date,  however. 
In  an  article  in  the  April  1931  edition  of  that  same  magazine,  Ross  com¬ 
mented  “Should  you  happen  to  have  one  of  these  little  orphans  in  your  col¬ 
lection,  you  should  treat  the  waif  with  great  consideration,  for  the  little  stray 
is  one  of  the  anomalies  of  the  coinage  world.”  While  not  “Little  Orphan 
.Annie”  verbatim,  this  reference  by  Ross  may  have  been  the  catalyst  for  the 
nickname.  The  date  is  later  mentioned  by  its  comic  strip-inspired  nickname 
in  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  October  1935  edition  of  The  Numhmatut. 
Written  by  William  Brimelow,  a  colorful  character  whose  radio  persona, 
“Bill  the  Coin  .Man,”  apjtearerl  tm  WTRCi  Radio  in  Elkhart,  Indiana,  the  ar¬ 
ticle  does  call  the  date  the  “Little  Orphan  .Annie”  dime.  The  reader  is  urged 
to  reatl  the  above  mentioned  article  by  .Mr.  Augsburger  for  a  wealth  of  fun 
fads  arifl  further  histf>riral  information  regarding  this  remarkable  date.

Despite  a  fair  amount  of  commentary  reaching  print,  including  in  our 
own  catalogues,  the  meaning  of  the  counterstamps  E  and  L  found  on  quar¬ 
ters  of  1815  and  also  1825  is  not  known  today. 

Certain  of  these  quarters  exist  with  the  letter  E  or  the  letter  L 
counterstamped  over  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty.  It  must  have  served  some 
purpose,  as  they  are  known  only  on  quarters  of  this  date,  and  only  of  certain 
die  varieties.  Thus,  they  were  either  counterstamped  by  some  issuer  who 
had  supplies  of  both  dates  on  hand,  or  there  is  some  other  explanation.  To¬ 
day  this  remains  one  of  the  greatest  unsolved  mysteries  involving  silver 
coins  of  that  era.

The  bases  of  the  date  numerals  all  show  a  trace  of  repunching,  and  a 
short,  diagonal  die  line  juts  upward  from  the  lower  right  of  the  6,  then  joins 
a  patch  of  die  lines  near  the  dentils  at  5:00.  The  bottom  of  star  7  and  the  top 
of  star  8  are  joined  by  a  die  crack  that  touches  the  top  of  Liberty’s  head.  A 
second  crack  joins  the  bottom  of  star  8,  extending  across  the  top  of  Liberty’s 
cap  to  the  dentils  above  star  9.  Another  fine  crack  joins  the  tip  of  Liberty’s 
foot  to  the  dentils  near  star  LS. 

The  mintmark  is  deeply  impressed  and  widely  spaced,  being  more  than  a 
letter’s  width  between  the  two  letters.  I'he  first  C  is  low  and  central  and  tilts 
decidedly  left,  and  is  centered  over  the  extreme  right  of  the  right  upright  of 
the  A  below.  The  bottommost  arrow  feather  points  directly  at  the  up|)er 
serif  of  the  C.  The  second  C  is  also  tilted  sharply  left  and  is  higher  than  the 
first  L.  It  is  centered  over  the  inner  curve  of  the  right  side  of  the  loo|r  of  the 
R.  It  also  has  a  distinctly  noticeable  diagonal  die  line  within,  near  the  bottom 
of  the  letter.

In  its  time  the  1927-S  was  overlooked  by  coin  dealers  and  collectors,  with 
the  result  that  none  are  known  to  have  been  hoarded  or  saved  in  even  mod¬ 
est  quantities.  In  a  long  period  of  dealing  in  coins— since  the  early  1950s— we 
do  not  recall  ever  having  purchased  even  two  or  three  1927-S  cjuarters  to¬ 
gether— not  even  in  the  years  of  long  ago  when  it  was  not  at  all  unusual  to 
buy  1916  quarter  dollars  in  small  groups!

bought  every  one  that  he  could  find  at  a  price  he  considered  to  be  rea.son- 
able,  in  quality  considered  to  be  choice.  We  must  have  purchased  dozens  if 
not  far  more  of  the  1932-S  from  him,  but  the  1932-1)  always  proved  elusive, 
and  the  number  he  acquired,  or  we  acquired,  was  ver)'  small.  In  our  well- 
founded  opinion  the  1932-D  is  a  sleeper.  Presumably,  tens  of  millions  of  citi¬ 
zens  are  scrambling  to  get  the  new  state  reverse  quarter  dollars  of  1999  and 
2000.  Of  this  number,  certainly  a  few  thousand  will  become  interested 
enough  to  see  what  other  quarter  dollars  might  be  available  from  earlier 
years— and  when  they  do,  keep  your  eye  on  the  1932-D!

Way  back  in  1957  when  we  were  cataloguing  the  Penn-New  York  .\uction 
we  studied  the  availability  of  Capped  Bust  half  dollars  by  date  from  1807 
through  1836.  .-M  Overton's  hook  had  not  yet  been  written  or  even  dreamed 
of  (presumably),  and  the  most  collectors  attributed  their  half  dollars  by 
Haseltine's  Type  Table  published  in  1881,  or  the  1929  reference  by  M.L. 
Beistle  (of  Shippensburg,  Pennsylvania;  Beistle  made  cardboard  products, 
including  the  "National”  coin  album  pages  marketed  so  successfully  by 
Wayte  Raymond  beginning  in  the  1930s).  The  vast  majority  of  collectors  ac¬ 
quired  Capped  Bust  half  dollars  by  date  and  overdate,  sometimes  with  nu¬ 
meral  variations  as  well,  but  not  by  minute  die  varieties.  In  our  checking 
around  we  found  that  for  every  10  or  so  Uncirculated  half  dollars  of  the  de¬ 
cade  1807-1816,  there  were  in  numismatic  hands  a  couple  hundred  from  the 
1827-1836  decade.  The  market  differential  did  not  recognize  this  then,  and 
although  the  situation  has  adjusted  itself  since  that  time,  still  today  in  the 
year  2000  the  issues  prior  to  1820  seem  to  us  to  be  quite  under  priced.

645  1910  MS-64  (NGC).  A  very  scarce  issue  which  is  somewhat  un¬ 

derrated.  Much  harder  to  locate  than  most  other  Philadelphia 
Mint  Barber  half  dollars  struck  before  1913.  Sbarply  struck 
and  lustrous  with  attractive  white  zinfandel  toning. 

Mint  Stale  examples  are  very  rare,  simply  because  numismatists  ordered 
Proofs  to  acquire  an  example  of  tins  date— and  circulation  strikes  were  nearly 
entirely  ignored.  Years  later,  when  enlightened  collectors  determined  to  ac¬ 
quire  an  example  of  each— realizing  that  they  represented  diff  erent  methods 
of  manufacture— it  was  found  that  veiy  few  Mint  State  1910  half  dollars 
could  be  located.

cate  silver  gray  toning  enhances  this  coin’s  overall  appearance.

The  desirability  of  the  Proof  1910  half  dollar  is  enhanced  by  the  fact  that 
high-grade  Mint  .State  specimens  are  very  rare.

Frosty  lustre  with  sharp  design  details  and 
deep  golden  brown  toning  w'ith  iridescent  highlights.  Obverse 
toning  is  much  deeper  than  on  the  reverse.  One  of  the  three 
key  date  Philadelphia  Mint  Barber  balf  dollars  of  this  decade 
with  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  Barber  balf  dollar.  In 
order,  the  three  lowest  mintage  Barber  balf  dollars  are  1914, 
1915,  and  1913.  In  terms  of  relative  value  in  gem  condition, 
these  issues  rank  59,  23,  and  30  respectively— this  because  of 
tbe  availability  of  Proofs  to  absorb  some  of  tbe  demand.  How¬ 
ever,  in  an  absolute  sense,  a  coin  sucb  as  tins  is  a  truly  magnifi¬ 
cent  and  exceedingly  desirable  rarity.

This  example  is 
fully  frosty  with  brilliant  silven’  white  lustre.  Although  a  few 
minute  abrasions  are  visible,  the  aesthetic  appeal  is  consider¬ 
able. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  noted  that  Miss  Liberty  was  striding  on  the  obverse 
of  this  particular  design,  while  years  ago  the  numismatic  community  had 
her  standing  but  now  most  people  consider  that  she  is  walking.  Nomencla¬ 
ture  is  indeed  interesting  and  in  many  instances  changes  over  the  years.

The  formation  of  a  “short  set”  of  Liberty  Walking  (or  striding  or  standing  ) 
half  dollars  of  the  19.S3-1947  years  is  a  pleasant  endeavor— one  that  will  re¬ 
ward  the  seeker  with  a  panorama  of  splendid  coins  of  great  beauty,  espe¬ 
cially  if  acquired  in  grades  from  MS-63  through  MS-65— with  a  little  bit  of 
cherrypicking  for  quality  along  the  way.  Such  coins  are  relatively  inexpen¬ 
sive  today,  but  yield  a  great  deal  of  numismatic  satisfaction. 

672  1937  Proof-65  (NGC).  A  lovely  gem  Proof  with  deeply  mir¬ 
rored  fields  and  lustrous  devices.  An  attractive  cameo;  an  eye¬ 
catching  beauty. 

Another  collecting  possibility  is  to  form  a  complete  set  of  Proof  Liberty 
Walking  balf  dollars  for  the  years  that  they  were  struck  in  Proof  format— 
from  1936  to  1942  inclusive.  While  the  coins  are  hardly  common,  with  some 
patience  a  nice  run  can  be  put  together.

The  present  note,  as  well  as  three  other  rare  experimental  issues  offered 
in  this  sale  are  pedigreed  to  Dr.  George  Massainore’s  sale  of  the  Smith, 
Elatlung  Gollection  of  December  1886.  Included  in  that  catalogue  was  inter¬ 
esting  atiditional  information  on  these  notes  provided  by  Dr.  Massamore. 
His  cf)mmentary  is  reprinted  here: 

“Nfri  K.— This  currency  was  the  result  of  long  and  tedious  experiments  by 
Dr.  fiwynn.  In  .Mr.  .S..M.  filark’s  re[}ort  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in 
186,5.  a  fiill  account  will  he  fountl.  Mr.  G.  was  at  that  time  chief  of  the  Erac- 
tiorial  (airrent  y  P.ureau.  T  he  substance  of  the  report  is  as  follows:  Mr. 
f.wynn  earnestly  flevf>lefl  himself  to  the  ex|)erimcnts  of  dy  [)rinting,  to  give 
me  his  aifl  in  the  work.  I  he  first  memlriiine  [laper  provided  was  unsatisfac- 
l'»ry.  Ihe  periiliar  ptoress  of  inaking  rendered  it  more  liable  to  split  than 


ordinary  banknote  paper,  and  was  abandoned;  but  exjreriments  were  imme¬ 
diately  made  to  overcome  this  difficulty,  and  ultimately  with  entire  success. 
He  now  produces  a  paper  which  cannot  be  dissolved  in  hot  or  cold  water, 
which  cannot  be  split,  which  has  an  irremovable,  non-photographic  tint  in 
its  spider-led  fiber,  and  which  takes  ink  more  readily,  retains  it  longer,  wears 
better,  and  is  in  evey  respect  the  best  paper  ever  manufactured  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  Dr.  Gvynn  about  this  time  was  arrested  and  im|jrisoncd  through 
some  difficulty  in  regard  to  dy  process  of  printing,  and  the  whole  scheme 
fell  through.  Only  one  sheet  of  each  was  made  as  a  sample.  They  are  uiujues- 
tionably  the  rarest,  by  far,  of  all  currency  known  or  ever  offered  for  sale.  I 
received  a  few  of  these  notes  from  a  Treasuy  official  in  exchange  some 
years  ago.  These  now  offered  (none  ever  sold  except  by  me)  are  the  last,  and 
if  collectors  knew  that  they  are  ten  times  as  rare  as  any  ever  sold,  they  would 
command  a  price  commensurate  with  their  great  rarity.” 

With  regard  to  Spencer  Clark,  he  remains  one  of  the  most  curious  figures 
in  the  field  of  American  paper  money.  A  fascinating  court  proceeding  in¬ 
volving  him  was  reprinted  by  us  a  few  years  ago  in  an  anthology.  Collecting 
Coins  and  Making  Money,  A  Peek  at  the  19th  Century,  available  from  our  Publi¬ 
cations  Department.  In  brief,  Spencer  selected  young  female  employees  to 
work  for  the  Treasury  Department  by  their  willingness  to  “cooperate”  with 
his  personal  lust— later  taking  them  to  hotel  rooms,  having  them  at  his  home 
in  Washington  while  his  wife  was  away  in  the  county,  etc.  The  whole  affair 
reads  like  something  out  of  the  National  Enquirer,  but  is  true.

great  rarity  and  a  veiy  important  opportunity  as  such.  Only 
a  precious  few  of  these  notes  are  known  to  exist,  the  present 
example  probably  having  been  off  the  market  for  many  years. 
Save  for  the  slight  irregularity  at  the  upper  right  corner,  this 
note  w'ould  easily  qualify  as  a  Oem  Uncirculated  note,  nearly 
comparable  to  the  Friedberg  Collection  specimen.  Lot  1026, 
which  realized  a  healthy  $4,400  in  JanuaiT  1997.  While  this  will 
fall  short  of  the  figure  due  to  the  grade  of  the  specimen,  it  still 
is  deseiwing  of  sharp  bidder  focus. 

In  an  article  for  the  Numismatist,  George  W.  Rice  makes  mention  of  the 
experimentals  such  as  the  one  here  offered,  and  that  in  the  next  lot.  On 
page  289,  he  states  that  “There  exists  a  rare  series  of  these  notes  printed  on 
a  very  fine  texture  single  thick  paper.  The  gilt  oval  is  omitted  from  the  face 
and  the  check  marks  on  back  are;  D-5-18-6.8.  The  back  of  the  5  cent  is  lemon 
yellow,  otherwise  the  notes  are  similar  to  the  above  described  [standard  is¬ 
sues].”  It  seems  that  Mr.  Rice  was  not  aware  of  the  negative  engraving  found 
on  the  backs  of  these  notes.

The  present  specimen  is  the  most 
recent  additiem  to  the  census  of  known  examples.  One  of  the 
most  significant  notes  in  the  })resent  offering.  A  ])rize  for  the 
specialist  which  may  never  again  be  available  to  the  present 
genetation  ol  collectors.

John  Gault  was  blessed  with  an  inventive  mind  and  the  talent  to  make  his 
inventiveness  his  livelihood.  His  patents  and  inventions  were  eclectic,  seem¬ 
ingly  the  very  definition  of  the  term,  as  they  ranged  from  a  lock  stitch  device 
for  the  sewing  machine,  to  an  eraser  sharpener,  to  an  illuminated  coal  hold 
cover!  With  the  coming  of  the  Civil  War  he  used  his  talents  for  improvements 
for  the  military,  devising  three  different  types  of  artillery  shrapnel  rounds. 

On  August  12,  1862,  Gault  received  his  patent  for  encasements,  which 
helped  provide  small  change  during  a  currency  shortage  which  began  in  the 
summer  of  that  year.  Unfortunately,  no  sooner  had  his  encasements  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  market  than  a  proliferation  of  Civil  War  era  merchant  tokens 
struck  in  bronze  flooded  the  market.  These  were  much  more  durable  than 
the  encasements  and  were  produced  in  far  greater  numbers.

Curiously,  this  one-time  president  of  the 
Union,  born  in  Virginia,  remained  loyal  to  his  birth  state  when  it  seceded 
from  the  Union  on  April  17,  1861. 

This  note  bears  the  imprint  of  the  Southern  Bank  Note  Company,  New 
Orleans,  having  been  printed  during  the  approximately  one-year  period  in 
which  that  southern  city  was  controlled  by  the  Confederacy.  In  general,  the 
notes  of  this  firm  are  of  a  much  higher  printing  quality  than  other  suppliers 
to  the  Confederacy.

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NUMISMATIC  Americana 

W'e  present  a  rich  otlering  of  early  American  Merchant 
tokens.  Hard  T  imes  issues,  later  Merchant  tokens,  shell  cards, 
and  other  desiderata— primarily  from  the  marvelous  collection 
formed  over  a  long  period  of  years  by  Robert  Lindesmith. 
Nearly  all  of  these  specimens  have  been  off  the  market  for  a 
generation  and  thus  are  new  to  the  present  and  ever-widening 
circle  of  friends  of  tokens  and  medals.  The  numismatic  Ameri¬ 
cana  has  been  catalogued  by  Frank  Van  Valen  of  our  staff. 

While  such  pieces  have  always  appealed  to  a  small  segment 
of  collectors  in  the  LTiited  States,  in  recent  times  the  audience 
has  broadened.  This  has  been  due  to  several  reasons,  including 
the  following; 

New  information  has  become  available,  inexpensively,  most 
notably  in  Russell  Rulau’s  Standard  Catalog  of  U.S.Tokens  1700- 
1900  covering  many  issues,  plus  the  illustrious  text  issued  by 
the  Civil  War  Token  Society.  To  these  can  be  added  many  other 
general  works. 

1.  Auction  catalogues  past  and  present  provide  a  wonderful 
source.  Catalogues  issued  by  ourselves.  Presidential  Coin  and 
.Antique  Company,  Stack’s,  Steve  Hayden,  Charles  Kirtley,  C. 
&  D.  Gale,  Smythe  &  Company,  and  several  other  token  and 
medal  oriented  companies  have  added  to  the  supply  of  infor¬ 
mation.  Last  summer  your  editor  spent  the  best  part  of  a  day 
looking  through  P.C.A.C.  catalogues  at  the  ANA  Libraiy  in 
Colorado  Springs— we  had  these  back  home,  but  somehow  or 
other  our  attention  was  caught  up  at  the  moment,  and  we 
became  reacquainted  with  this  treasure  trove  of  listings.  Going 
back  to  earlier  years,  the  catalogues  of  Thomas  L.  Elder,  W.E. 
VV’oodward,  Lyman  H.  Low,  and  other  “greats”  of  the  past 
contain  many  important  listings  as  well  as  information  that  is 
often  overlooked  at  the  present  time. 

2.  Regularly  issued  periodicals  add  to  the  information  flow. 
Currently  the  Token  and  Medal  Society Joimial  ranks  first,  joined 
by  several  other  publications  including  the  Civil  War  Token 
Society  Journal,  Talkin’  Tokens,  and  the  NATCA  Journal,  to  give 
Just  a  short  list.  Although  it  requires  quite  a  bit  of  digging,  the 
examination  of  past  issues  of  the  American  Journal  of  Numismat¬ 
ics,  The  Numismatist,  and  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazme 
will  yield  much  other  data.  Such  leading  figures  as  Benjamin  P. 
Wright,  Edgar  H.  Adams,  Dr.  George  J.  Fuld,  and  Waldo  C. 
.Moore  have  used  these  media  for  many  important  articles. 

3.  Exhibitions  and  forums  also  contribute  to  the  interest.  We 
were  delighted  to  learn  that  an  exhibit  of  several  tokens  issued 
by  S.H.  Zahm  of  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  surrounded  by  an 
excellent  text  and  some  historical  material,  and  mounted  by 
John  Ebach,  took  the  Best  of  Show  honors  at  the  recent  Elorida 
United  Numismatists  Gonvention.  The  Coinage  of  the  Ameri¬ 
cas  CAmference  on  Washingtoniana  (or,  if  you  prefer, 
Washingtonia— modern  usage),  conducted  at  the  American 
.Numismatic  Society,  New  York  City,  last  autumn,  drew  an 
attentive  amlience,  as  have  other  talks,  numismatic  theatre 
presentations  (hosted  by  the  American  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion),  etc;. 

4.  (Tubs  and  organizations  add  to  the  interest,  some  of  which 
have  becm  mentioned  earlier.  It  is  always  fun  to  lielong  to  a 
shared-interest  groiqi. 
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5.  As  if  the  preceding— hardly  a  complete  list  (we  have  not 
even  mentioned  the  Internet)— were  not  enough,  the  situation 
of  price  provides  a  good  reason  for  people  becoming  involved. 
Often,  a  great  rarity  in  the  field  of  numismatic  Americana  will 
sell  for  less  than  $100,  or  just  a  few  hundred  dollars— a  tiny 
fraction  of  what  many  pieces  c^f  c(3mparably  elusive  character 
might  sell  for  in  the  federal  series. 

And,  one  more  thing— although  many  more  things  could  be 
added— each  token  and  medal  has  its  own  story  to  tell.

John  Randel,  Jr.  was  chief  engineer  of  the  13.5-mile  long  Chesapeake  and 
Delaware  Canal  from  1823  through  1825.  In  the  fall  of  1825,  he  was  re¬ 
placed  by  Benjamin  Wright  who  finally  completed  the  canal  in  October 
1829  (work  began  in  1802!)  The  canal  connected  Chesapeake  Bay  with  the 
Delaware  River  Estuars'.  Randel  took  the  company  to  court  for  breach  of 
contract,  and  in  1834  received  $226,000  from  the  Superior  Court  in  New 
Castle.  His  settlement,  then  considered  a  huge  amount,  went  toward  the 
purchase  of  Randalia,  a  sizeable  tract  of  land  near  the  mouth  of  Back  Creek. 
Randel  speculated  in  wild  schemes,  and  lost  much  of  his  fortune  as  a  result. 
He  did,  however,  maintain  a  small  steam  sawmill  at  Randalia.

New  York  City  has  an  especially  rich  history  of  ships  and  seafaring,  and 
Just  about  every  newsjraper  of  the  era— generally  editorial  or  commercial 
alike— contains  much  shipping  news  concerning  the  coming  and  going  of 
ves.sels,  cargoes  and  more.  No  doubt  an  entire  feature  story  about  this  par¬ 
ticular  token  and  the  establishment  could  be  written  for  the  Token  and 
Medal  Society  Journal  or  some  other  periodical.

The  New  \  ork  Clrand  Canal  wa.s  one  of  many  waterways  that  were  focal 
points  of  interest  in  the  1820s,  an  era  before  the  advent  of  the  railroad 
(which  be^an  later  in  the  same  decacte)  when  canals  were  the  sensation  of 
the  tinanciiil  market.  The  era  of  canal  building  was  rather  brief,  and  by  the 
mid  1880s  railroads  had  rendered  most  lines  obsolete  and  had  nipped  in  the 
bud  many  projects.  There  are  quite  a  few  American  numismatic  items  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  canal  industiy,  including  the  famous  Erie  Canal  medal  of  1826, 
many  scrip  notes  and  currency  issues,  and  more.  An  exploration  of  such 
would  furnish  an  important  opportunity  to  create  a  highly  interesting 
monograph.

In  1837,  Dr.  Lewis  Feuchtwanger,  a  German-born  immigrant  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  New  York  City  at  the  time,  petitioned  the  American  Congress  to 
adopt  his  Feuchtwanger  Composition  (actually  German  silver  or  packfong) 
for  use  in  a  proposed  small  cent  coinage.  Feuchtwanger  had  the  backing  of 
certain  congressmen  and  senators,  including  Senator  Thomas  H.  Benton; 
all  their  support  was  for  naught,  as  Mint  Director  Patterson  rejected  the  idea 
in  1838. 

Much  could  be  written  about  Feuchtwanger,  and  much  already  has  been— 
including  in  the  pages  of  The  Numismatist.  An  entrepreneur,  Feuchtwanger 
was  involved  in  many  different  activities— including  chemistiy,  metallurgy, 
the  compounding  of  patent  medicines,  the  operating  of  a  mini-museum, 
and  the  study  of  rare  gems.  In  the  last  named  instance,  he  published  a  trea¬ 
tise  which  is  still  highly  regarded  and  quite  readable  today,  the  first  impor¬ 
tant  .\merican  publication  on  these.  Feuchtwanger  remained  active  for 
many  years,  and  in  1864  struck  three-cent  tokens  from  a  new  obverse  die. 
Some  account  of  this  1864  activity  is  planned  for  a  future  article,  or  at  least  a 
filler,  in  the  Rare  Coin  Review.

The  date  of  the  host  coin, 
185.3,  is  plain  in  the  wreath  details  at  6:00.  E.\amination  of  the  obverse  of  the 
medal  reveals  faint  portions  of  STATES  OF  and  some  details  from  the  re¬ 
verse  wreath  of  the  large  cent.  Quite  probably  the  only  known  specimen  of 
this  popular  medal  to  be  struck  on  a  large  cent,  although  we  suspect  many 
specialists  will  be  applying  bright  light  and  magnifying  glasses  to  their  speci¬ 
mens,  in  an  effort  to  determine  if  others  of  this  issue  exists  overstruck  on 
large  cents.

While  Hard  Tinies  tokens,  mostly  the  size  of  a  federal  copper  cent,  have 
been  avidly  collected  for  a  long  time,  paper  notes  with  satirical  inscriptions 
are  less  well  known.  Among  those  studying  such  pieces  and  publishing  their 
findings  have  been  Robert  Mack  and  Russ  Rulau,  the  latter  including  quite  a 
few  illustrations  of  different  notes— all  of  which  are  rare— in  his  book  on 
Hard  Times  tokens.

In  the  Rulau  reference,  the  author  notes  that  the  tokens  were  struck  to 
commemorate  the  invention  of  a  composition  or  metal  alloy  by  Eleanor 
Byrne.  This  metal  was  used  in  the  manufacture  of  jewelry.  It  is  thought  that 
one  or  both  of  these  dies  were  broken  during  striking,  which  would  account 
for  the  scarcity  of  the  token  today.  Specimens  of  this  token  were  also  struck 
in  copper  with  reeded  edge  details,  to  the  extent  of  just  three  pieces.  A 
handful  of  brass  and  white  metal  example  of  the  tokens  are  also  known,  and 
a  single  gold  specimen  is  known  to  exist. 

In  addition  to  the  preceding,  the  editor  (QDB)  notes  that  these  pieces  are 
virtually  identical  in  concept  to  the  serial  medals  issued  by  Augustus  B.  Sage 
in  1859,  indicating  that  George  H.  Lovett  was  the  manufacturer.  We  have 
tried  for  some  time  to  learn  more  about  Eleanor  Byrne  but  have  not  been 
able  to  do  so.  If  indeed  a  special  metal  was  invented  bv  her,  no  doubt  her 
name  would  appear  in  Patent  Office  records  of  the  year.  If  any  reader 
wishes  to  expand  upon  this,  we  would  be  happy  to  give  space  for  the  find¬ 
ings  in  a  future  issue  of  the  Rare  Coin  Review.

The  tokens  of  Professor  Johnson  were  struck  by  Scovill  Manufacturing 
Company,  of  Waterbury,  Connecticut.  Lajos  (or  Louis)  Kossuth,  was  a 
famed  freedom  fighter  in  his  native  Hungary  during  the  turhulent  years  of 
1848  and  1849.  In  1852,  Kossuth  visited  ,\merica,  where  he  was  well  re¬ 
spected  and  well  received,  particularly  in  New  York  City.  His  portrait  ap¬ 
peared  on  several  types  of  game  counters  and  tokens  of  the  era.  Professor 
William  Johnson,  a  wholesale  perfumer  and  the  inventor  of  Walnut  Gil 
shaving  soap,  sunllower  soap,  and  Jenny  Lind  hair  gloss,  among  other  items 
was  in  business  at  .several  locations  in  New  York  City  during  the  era.  His  use 
of  the  portrait  of  Kossuth  on  his  tokens  certainly  helped  to  advertise  his 
wares.

During  those  years,  the  firm  was  owned  by 
Curtis  8c  Knapp.  During  1857  and  1858,  the  firm  was  owned  by  A.G.  Knapp 
&  Co.  (that  firm  owned  by  A.G.  Knapp,  William  T.  Quinby,  and  William  A. 
Robinson).  In  1859,  the  foundry  was  sold  to  Quinby  &  Robinson.  ,\ccording 
to  Rulau,  by  the  summer  of  1861  the  foundry  was  producing  cannon  for  the 
Confederate  States,  by  the  spring  of  1862,  the  factory  was  dismantled  and 
moved  southeast  owing  to  encroaching  Union  Army  forces,  fbe  firm  was 
later  re-established  by  William  A.  Robinson  on  Shelby  Street  opposite  the 
Gayo.so  House  in  Mcm|)his,  or  so  read  newspaper  notices  in  January  1866.

Sutlers  operated  under  license  or  contract  and  followed 
army  units,  seiving  as  a  depot  for  the  selling  of  trinkets,  cards,  slationeiy, 
snacks,  Drake’s  Plantation  Bitters  (laced  with  alcohol,  but  sold  as  a  medi¬ 
cine),  and  related  items  for  the  comfort  and  coiwenience  of  the  troojts.

According  to  Russell  Rulau,  a  “Palace  of  flying  animals”  or  “flying  horses” 
is  a  19th-century'  name  for  a  carousel  or  merry-go-round.  This  cataloguer 
(Frank  V'an  Valen)  grew  up  in  Newjerscy,  and  can  attest  to  the  fact  that  the 
boardwalks  of  New  Jersey,  particularly  at  Seaside  Heights,  and  also  at  Atlan¬ 
tic  City,  have  always  been  proud  of  their  carousels.  Even  to  the  present  day, 
both  of  the  mentioned  cities  (and  several  other  New  Jersey  shore  resorts) 
still  display  and  ojrerate  turn-of-the-century  carousels.  They  are  gaily  deco¬ 
rated,  and  well  preserved,  and  this  cataloguer  never  misses  the  opportunity 
to  ride  one  when  at  the  New  Jersey  shore  with  his  family.

Embossed  Shell  Store  Cards 

Embossed  store  cards  made  their  first  appearance  in  1867, 
with  the  height  of  their  popularity  stretching  from  that  date 
until  our  centennial  year  in  1876.  Murdock  &  Spencer  of 
Cincinnati,  and  T.N.  Hickox  &  Co.  of  New  York  City  were  the 
widest  manufacturers  of  this  advertising  specialty.  Today’s 
collectors  are  particularly  fond  of  those  issues  that  exhibit 
stylized  representation  of  circulating  coinage  of  the  era.  The 
most  common  of  these  types  is  modeled  after  the  Liberty 
double  eagles  of  the  19th  century,  although  some  examples 
with  Liberty  Seated  motifs  are  also  known.  Many  of  these 
contain  a  printed  message  or  advertisement,  typically  printed 
on  a  cardboard  shell  (or  embossed  on  a  metallic  backing). 
Mainly  struck  of  brass,  with  certain  issues  gilt  to  resemble  silver. 
Since  the  early  1920s,  these  historic  and  interesting  merchant 
store  cards  have  been  avidly  collected  by  a  small  handful  of 
specialists.  Even  with  a  strcjng  research  base,  the  number  of 
issuers  is  still  quite  small,  and  the  number  of  known  specimens 
from  each  issuer  is  also  small;  in  fact,  not  a  single  merchant’s 
issues  can  be  singled  out  as  common.

In  Robert  Lindesmith’s  notes 
regarding  this  issue,  the  following  appears:  “The  only  known  specimen.  Not 
listed  in  any  of  the  Canadian  token  listings.”  Lindesmith  also  noted  “No 
other  specimen  known  at  present.  Not  in  N.A.S.,  Mitchell,  Fuld,  Young, 
Curto,  Schwartz,  Rulau,  or  Gould  collections,”

The  practice— Fowler  liked  to  call  it  a  .vctcMcc— lasted  into  the 
present  century,  with  American  Biograph,  an  early  film  comjrany,  making  a 
one-reel  comedy  feature  on  the  subject.

The  Durgin-Bensotr-Foss  piece  is  rejrresentative  of  several  dozen  sui  h  ex¬ 
amples  we  have  seen  on  other  series,  most  often  on  large  copper  cerrts.

With  the  increasing  availability  of  information  on  tbe  Internet  it 
may  soon  be  just  a  matter  of  time  until  names  sudi  as  these  t  an  be  se.udted 
in  some  sort  of  a  database,  to  |)ethaps  reveal  that  thev  were  all  from  a  spe¬ 
cific  town  and  at  a  specific  time  were  all  engaged  in  the  same  ventirr  e.

In  the  above  subhead  we  have  used  the  traditional  term  W’ashingtoniana, 
which  is  the  style  primarily  used  in  the  mid- 19th  centuiT  when  such  things 
became  popular.  In  recent  times  some  have  shortened  it  to  Washingtonia, 
and  we  have  no  quarrel  with  this,  except  that  Washingloniana  seems  to  be 
more  accurate  in  a  numismatic  sense.  In  the  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Ca)n- 
terence  held  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  New  York  City,  this  past 
■November,  one  of  the  speakers,  David  T.  Alexander,  a  careful  student  of 
Washington  items,  remarked  that  the  Washingtonia  was  very-  strange  to  his 
ears  in  a  numismatic  sense,  but  that  in  the  field  of  botany  there  was,  indeed, 
a  palm-type  plant  called  Washingtonia.  Dr.  George  Fuld,  eminent  scholar  in 
Washington  items,  was  on  hand,  and  projected  on  the  screen  was  a  program 
for  a  talk  he  was  to  have  given  in  the  196()s— but  which  had  to  be  canceled  at 
that  time— which  was  entitled,  appropriately  enough,  Washingtoniana. 
Some  discussion  of  this  same  term  has  appeared  in  past  issues  of  our  Rare 
Coin  Revieiu.

With  Fascinating  Medal  Variations

ments.  At  the  center  of  the  tray  are  three  medallic  images,  ar¬ 
ranged  horizontally  across  the  tray.  These  are  designs  reminis¬ 
cent  of,  or  rather  rough  copies  of  a  series  of  medals  catalogued 
in  Baker  in  the  chapter  titled.  Residence  and  Tomb,  these  being 
Baker-110-112  and  119.  A  description  of  each  medallic  image 
follows: 

The  central  image  bears  the  bust  of  Washington,  undraped  and  facing 
left,  after  the  Houdon  Bust.  GEORGE  W.ASHINGTON  is  around  the  bust 
on  the  left  and  right  with  A.  DEM.AREST,  /  SC.  N.Y.  Just  below  the  trunca¬ 
tion  in  two  lines.  This  is  similar  to  the  obverse  of  Baker-1 1 1,  though  the  bust 
is  now  styled  slightly  differently  and  faces  in  the  opposite  direction.  The 
original  medal  was  signed  F.B.  SMITH  &  HARTMANN  N.Y. 

The  leftmost  image  is  a  copy  of  Smith's  Mount  Vernon,  Baker-110.  The 
design  is  styled  slightly  differently,  but  the  work  is  a  very  close  copy.  .A. 
DEMAREST  N.Y.  appears  on  the  base  of  the  ground  upon  which  Mount 
Vernon  stands.  The  exergual  inscription  reads  MOUNT  VERNON.  /  IN 
1796  in  two  lines. 

The  rightmost  image  is  a  close  copy  of  the  Smith’s  Tomb  medal,  Baker- 
119.  However,  as  above,  the  fine  details  do  not  match  exactly. 
DEMAREST  N.Y.  again  appears  on  the  base  of  the  ground.  TOMB  OF 
WASHINGTON,  appears  in  the  exergue. 

Each  of  the  three  medallic  images  is  identical  in  diameter  to  the  original 
medals  undoubtedly  used  as  models.  .Around  the  images  beautiful  ornamen¬ 
tal  scrollwork  nearly  covers  the  remainder  of  the  floor  of  the  tray.  .A  most 
interesting  piece  of  Washingtoniana,  uncatalogued  in  Baker,  and  certainly 
worthy  of  careful  consideration  by  any  specialist  interested  in  medallic  por¬ 
traits  of  George  Washington— especially  as  the  medals  are  oariations  of  those 
listed  in  Baker— representing  different  die  work. 

■A.  Demarest  is  .Abraham  Demarest  who  was  a  cameo  stamp  diesinker  (for 
embossed  envelopes,  seals,  etc.)  in  New  York  Gity.  Our  notes  indicate  that 
he  was  active  circa  1860,  however,  he  also  signed  the  reverse  of  a  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Independence  medal  (Baker-388),  around  1876.  On  that  medal,  the 
Demarest  reverse  is  paired  with  an  obverse  by  George  Hampden  Lovett. 
According  to  Forrer’s  Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medallists,  Demarest  also 
signed  a  medal  commemorating  the  visit  of  the  7th  Regiment  N.G.S.N.Y.  to 
Philadelphia  in  1876.  Glearly  Demarest  was  active  as  a  medallist  around  the 
time  of  the  United  States  Centennial  Celebration  suggesting  that  this  tray 
may  date  to  that  period.  However,  the  true  height  of  interest  in  Washington 
medals  occurred  during  the  1860s.

All  are  superb  Proof  strikes  of  dollar-size  medals,  housed  in  a 
custom  album,  issued  by  the  General  Numismatics  Corpora¬ 
tion  (later  to  change  its  name  to  the  more  familiar  Franklin 
Mint).  Presented  tojames  F.  Kelly,  Ohio  coin  dealer,  and  com¬ 
piler  of  the  Coin  World  Trends  column,  February  1,  1966,  and 
accompanied  by  a  letter  signed  in  ink  by  Gilroy  Roberts,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  distinguished  former  Chief 
Engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint.  This  set  is  numbered  #292  with  an 
additional  presentation  label  in  the  album.  27  different  medals 
are  represented. 

Normally  these  were  struck  in  a  special  alloy,  but  the  presen¬ 
tation  sets- were  struck  in  silver  as  noted.  This  set  was  formerly 
offered  in  our  sale  of  the  Kenneth  C.  Long  Collection,  where  it 
was  noted  to  have  come  directly  from  the  Kelly  estate.

The  188.S  Hawaiian  silver  coinage  was  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in 
that  year,  although  no  S  inintniark  was  used.  These  coins  circulated  effec¬ 
tively  and  extensively  throughout  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  In  the  first  decade 
of  the  20th  century,  most  were  redeemed  by  the  Treasury  Department  and 
melted.  The  first  significant  numismatic  interest  in  these  Hawaiian  pieces 
took  place  in  the  1950s,  when  such  pieces  were  common,  particularly  in  the 
stocks  of  West  Coast  dealers.  Interest  increased  rapidly,  and  through  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  Melvin  Came,  Don  Medcalf  and  others,  Hawaiian  pieces  were  de¬ 
sired  by  many  thousands  of  collectors.

We  offer  a  nice  selection  of  pieces  attributed  to  the  Breen- 
Gillio  reference.  This  fine  work,  now  out  of  print,  may  be 
reprinted  or  revised— we  have  had  some  talk  about  this  in 
recent  times  with  Bob  Leonard  and  others,  but  so  far  nothing 
definite  has  been  decided.  Today,  such  pieces  offer  a  wide 
panorama  of  truly  interesting  numismatic  specimens,  most 
exhibiting  very  idiosyncratic  die  work,  obtainable  for  relatively 
low  values.  Further,  although  the  series  has  been  studied  in 
some  detail  by  a  succession  of  well  known  numismatists— the 
surnames  Lee,  Burnie,  Doering,  Breen,  and  Gillio  come  to 
mind,  among  others— there  was  probably  not  a  single  specialist 
alive  who  has  not  made  yet  another  discovery  as  to  a  die  variety, 
or  a  combination,  or  interesting  die  state.  Thus,  the  series  is  a 
playground  for  anyone  interested  in  study  and  research.  More¬ 
over,  original  documentation  concerning  the  use  of  California 
small  denomination  gold  in  circulation  seems  to  be  virtually 
non-existent  prior  to  the  late  1850s  by  which  time  such  pieces 
began  to  be  listed  in  bullion  manuals  and,  later,  mentioned  in 
Montroville  W.  Dickeson’s  American  Numismatical  Manual. 

Over  the  years  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  have  brought  to 
market  quite  a  few  important  cabinets  of  small  denomination 
gold.  Even  today  as  we  catalogue  these  such  presentations  as 
the  Virgil  Brand  Collection,  the  Texas  Collection  (Mike 
Brownlee)  the  Cohen  Collection,  and  Norweb  Collection  come 
to  mind.

Paper  notgeld  (not  money)  and  kriegsgeld  (war  money)  issues  were  origi¬ 
nally  issued  circa  191-4-1918,  for  much  the  same  reasons  as  other  emergency 
issues  throughout  numismatics— Hard  Times  tokens,  Givil  War  tokens, 
conder  tokens,  etc.  This  paper  emergency  scrip  was  used  during  the  war 
when  specie  was  being  hoarded.  As  with  certain  emergency  issues  that  came 
before,  most  notably  the  English  conder  token  series,  special  issues  were 
later  made  for  collectors.  Many  of  the  notgeld  notes  ijrinted  after  1918  were 
printed  for  collectors  in  parts  of  Europe  other  than  Germany.  Indeed,  some 
of  these  later  issues,  most  notably  those  dated  after  1921,  were  made  for  cit¬ 
ies  and  states  that  don't  even  exist,  and  were  intended  instead  to  attract  col¬ 
lectors  to  the  series.

What  might  have  been,  but  wasn’t.”  Succinctly  this  de¬ 
scribes  patterns— as,  indeed,  Patterson  DuBois  commented 
over  a  century  ago. 

Today,  pattern  coins  form  the  focus  of  sharp  interest  for 
many  numismatists  who  wish  to  go  beyond  the  pale  of  regular 
federal  coinage  and  explore  the  interesting  byways  of  unadopted 
designs,  trial  strikes,  curious  proposals,  and  more.  Somewhat 
over  1,500  pattern  varieties  have  been  identified,  primarily 
from  1792  through  1907,  and  are  described  in  books  by  Dr.  J. 
Hewittjudd,  and,  most  recently,  Andrew  W.  Pollock  III,  whose 
definitive  volume,  Uriited  States  Patterns  and  Related  Issues,  is 
available  from  our  Publications  Department  (or  just  about 
anyone  who  sells  numismatic  books). 

The  following  offering  of  pattern  coins  is  rich  in  its  selection 
and  diversity  and,  of  course,  rarity  —the  latter  going  without 
saying  for  virtually  eveiw  pattern  in  existence.  Enjoy! 


2001  1850  pattern  cent.  Pollock-145,  Judd-Appendix-A.  Rarity-7. 
Annular-style  planchet  but  without  perforation  (and  thus  not 
annular  at  all).  Proof-63.  Nickel  alloy.  Plain  edge.  Light  pew¬ 
ter  gray  with  a  few  minor  spots  at  lower  left.  LIniface  reverse 
design,  the  obverse  having  a  beaded  border  around  an  other¬ 
wise  blank  field.  These  obverse  and  reverse  designations  fol¬ 
low  the  Pollock  reference.  Reverse  is  the  same  as  the  obverse 
of  Pollock-141. 

Wciglit:  46.6  grains;  Diameter:  17.8  mm. 

A  die  erack  connects  the  tops  of  EN  T  to  tiie  border.  This  is  identical  to  the 
Bass  Collection  example  of  P-141. 


2002  1854  pattern  cent.  P-187,  J-160.  Rarity-4.  Braided  Hair. 
Proof-63  BN  (NGC).  Copper.  Plain  edge.  Deep  brown  with 
blue  peripheral  toning,  the  reverse  has  a  mottled  appearance. 
The  absence  of  obverse  stars  gives  the  bust  of  Liberty  an  attrac¬ 
tive  cameo  appearance.  Very  similar  in  design  to  the  federal 
large  cent  issued  in  the  1850s. 

This  variety  was  part  of  an  interesting  series  of  pattern  copper  and  various 
alloy  cents  produced  in  the  185()s  at  a  time  in  which  the  old  “large”  copper 
cent  was  becoming  increasingly  expensive  to  produce,  and  cheaper  alterna¬ 
tives  were  being  investigated. 


2003  1858  pattern  cent.  P-259,  J-208.  Rarity-4,  Transitional  Indian 
Head  cent.  Proof-63  (PCGS).  Copper-nickel.  Plain  edge. 

This  is  the  famous  1858  Indian  cent  often  collected  by  special¬ 
ists  as  part  of  the  regular  series,  having  identical  designs  to  the 
1859  issue.  Light  gold  with  moderate  mirrored  fields  and  veiy 
light  cameo  contrast. 

In  tbe  late  1850s  and  early  1860.s,  the  1858-datcd  Indian  cent  pattern  was 
exceedingly  |x)pular,  almost  on  a  level  with  the  1856  Klving  Eagle  cent.  It 
was  indeed  a  curiosity  to  have  a  coin  dated  one  year  eaiiiei  than  the  regular 
series.  .4ccordingly,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  restruck  these,  oincially  at  first 
(through  perhajis  late  spring  1859),  then  secretly,  to  the  extent  of  several 
different  obverse  and  reverse  die  combinations.  Tbe  editor  (QDB)  collected 
these  extensively  in  the  1950s  when  they  were  available  in  fairlv  large  num¬ 
bers,  including  |)iece.s  left  over  from  the  Woodin  estate  and  also,  to  a  much 
lesser  extent,  coins  from  the  Kosoff-Kaplan  holdings.  Some  mention  of  mv 
interest  was  made  by  Dr.  ).  Hewitt  judd  in  1959  in  his  new  pattern  book. 

Today,  as  the  1858  Indian  cent  is  not  listed  in  the  (iuide  Hook  of  Vnited 
States  Coins,  veiy  few  numismatists  know  that  it  exists.  Its  curiositv  value  re¬ 
mains  as  high  as  ever. 


2004  1859  pattern  cent.  P-272,  J-228.  MS-65  (N(;C).  Transitional 
pattern  Indian  cent  with  Oak  Wreath  reverse.  C'.opper-nickel. 
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Plain  edge.  Ihis  lovelv  pattern  cent  has  soft  trosty  obverse  lus¬ 
tre  and  satiny  prootlike  lustre  on  the  reverse.  A  transitional  is¬ 
sue  with  the  Pointed  Bust  Indian  cent  obverse  of'  1859  and 
1860,  and  the  Wreath  and  Shield  reverse  which  first  saw  use 
among  business  strikes  in  1860. 


2005  1859  pattern  cent.  P-272,  J-288.  MS-64  (NGC).  Copper-nickel. 
Plain  edge.  An  outstanding  example  with  bright  orange  lustre. 
Sharply  detailed.  Although  listed  as  copper-nickel,  this  has  an 
appearance  similar  to  fully  brilliant  bronze  or  copper  ex¬ 
amples,  suggesting  this  may  actually  be  P-273,  J-229.  It  so,  this 
is  of  extreme  importance  to  pattern  collectors. 

.\mong  pattern  cents  this  is  a  very  curious  issue,  as  nearly  all  pieces  were 
produced  in  circulation  strike  format— with  lustrous  rather  than  Proof  sur¬ 
faces.  It  may  be  that  these  were  intended  for  circulation,  for  certainly  they 
were  made  at  least  by  the  hundreds,  and  no  record  exists  of  them  being 
used  to  seek  approval  of  this  design  (such  as  distributing  them  among  con¬ 
gressmen).  In  1957  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.,  successor  to  Wayte  Raymond  as  editor 
of  The  Standard  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coins,  listed  this  particular  variety 
among  regular  issues.  Today,  a  case  can  be  made  for  this,  although  the  vari¬ 
ety  has  been  relegated  to  semi-obscurity  by  being  listed  only  in  pattern  coin 
books. 

The  editor  took  a  fancy  to  these  in  the  1950s  and  purchased  quite  a  few  of 
them— at  least  several  dozen— including  a  small  group  from  John  J.  Ford,  Jr., 
plus  a  handful  picked  up  here  and  there  as  regular  issues  from  dealers  who 
did  not  notice  that  the  reverse  design  was  distinctive.

Judd  numbers  are  for  either  nickel  or  nickel-silver  composi¬ 
tion,  however,  as  a  practical  matter,  it  is  diffictilt  to  differenti¬ 
ate  between  the  two  compositions  without  scientific  analysis. 

Should  anyone  ever  write  a  specialized  book  on  pattern  Flying  Eagle  and 
Indian  cents,  theJ.W.  Scott  catalogues  of  the  19th  centuiy  are  worth  a  peek, 
for  certain  of  these  listed  off-metal  patterns  among  regular  issues.  Perhaps 
Scott  had  an  inventory  of  them.

Many  different  compositions  were  produced  by  private  com¬ 
panies.  Most  of  these  were  types  of  plastic  with  glass  alscj  used. 
Much  heavier  weight  than  most  of  the  plastic  composition  ex¬ 
amples. 

Weight;  23.1  grains.  Most  examples  of  this  experimental  issue  were  pro¬ 
duced  in  plastic  with  a  weight  under  10  grains.  A  few  heavier  compositions 
are  reported,  including  “Dark  tan-colored  plastic”  with  a  reported  weight  of 
25  grains. 

The  interested  reader  is  also  referred  to  an  article  titled  The  United  States 
Experimental  Ceyits  of  1942  by  William  G.  Anderson,  which  appeared  in  the 
December  1975  edition  of  The  Numismatist.

We  note  the  recent  appearance  ofjules 
Reiver’s  excellent  study  concentrating  on  this  series,  which 
should  help  expand  interest  even  further,  especially  since  the 
giant  Krause  Publications  is  distributing  the  books.  Meanwhile, 
early  dollars  for  the  most  part  offer  “a  lot  of  coin  for  the 
money”— interesting  die  varieties  and  types. 

Our  selection  continues  with  an  1836  Gobrecht  dollar, 
followed  by  Liberty  Seated  dollars,  after  which  will  be  found 
some  very  interesting  Morgan  and  Peace  issues.

The  majority  of  the  1836  Gobrecht  dollar  coinage— consisting  of  1,000 
pieces  struck  in  December  1836  followed  bv  600  more  in  early  1837,  al¬ 
though  made  with  Proof  finish  (typically  considered  to  be  for  numismatic  or 
presentation  purposes),  went  into  general  circulation  by  being  deposited  in 
a  local  bank.  Such  coins  circulated  at  par  for  many  years,  until  the  early 
1850s,  when  nearly  all  were  withdrawn  from  circulation  to  be  melted.  Dur¬ 
ing  that  decade  there  was  a  rising  numismatic  awareness,  and  sharp-eyed 
specie  and  bullion  dealers  extracted  such  coins  as  they  were  located,  ac¬ 
counting  in  large  jtart  for  the  circulated  pieces  known  today.

At  the  MS-60 
level  we  would  be  confronted  with  a  rarity,  and  at  MS-63  the 
coin  is  incredibly  rare.  Unlike  Philadelphia  Mint  coins,  which  in 
most  instances  are  available  in  Proof  format  to  satisfy  the  con¬ 
noisseur  desiring  high  grade,  there  was  absolutely  no  attempt 
made  in  1859  to  save  currently  minted  San  Francisco  pieces. 
Not  even  the  Mint  Cabinet  in  Philadelphia  received  a  speci¬ 
men!  Thus,  the  suiwival  of  pieces  was  a  matter  of  rare  chance. 

Over  the  years  we  have  handled  as  many  nice  Liberty  Seated 
dollars  as  anyone  we  know,  and  along  the  way  we  have  come  to 
appreciate  quality  and  rarity  when  we  see  it.  We  are  justifiably

excited  about  this  1859-S,  and  presume  that  it  will  draw  a  wide 
circle  of  bidders  as  it  crosses  the  block.

Breen-5462.  Repunched  18  in  date.  Evidently  an  early  state  of  the  obverse 
die,  as  the  repunching  is  plainly  evident  at  the  first  two  numerals;  this  later 
fades  from  the  die. 

Just  20,000  examples  were  made  of  the  1859-S  silver  dollar,  to  the  specific 
request  of  San  Francisco  merchants  who  desired  a  United  States  coin  to 
send  to  China,  instead  of  having  to  pav  a  premium  to  specie  dealers  to  buy 
popular  Mexican  dollars.  The  1859-S  pieces  were  struck  and  exported,  the 
entire  arrangement  being  a  great  success.  However,  it  was  ncjt  repeated,  and 
not  until  1870  were  additional  Liberty  Seated  dollars  struck  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  The  wants  and  needs  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and,  in  a  broader 
sense,  the  West  Coast  financial  community,  were  not  carefullv  addressed  by 
either  the  decision  makers  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  or  congressmen  in 
Washington.  As  a  result,  some  very  curious  situations  arose,  at  the  Mint  dur¬ 
ing  the  1850s  and,  in  particular,  during  the  1860s— some  of  which  are  delin¬ 
eated  in  the  book,  The  Treasure  Ship  .STS'.  Brother  Jonathan,  issued  by  us  in 
1999,  now  in  its  second  jjrinting,  and  currently  available  from  our  Publica¬ 
tions  Department  or  from  leading  rare  coin  dealers  nationwide.

Just  40  of  those 
submissions  were  given  the  coveted  MS-O.O  grade,  with  none  graded  higher. 
There  is  a  fair  chance  that  some  small  number  of  those  40  M.S-li.O  coins  rep¬ 
resent  resubmissions:  if  so,  there  is  an  even  smaller  number  of  M.S-0.5  speci¬ 
mens  of  the  date  available  than  listed.  Based  on  this  information,  it  is  ajipar- 
ent  that  only  several  dozen  Morgan  dollar  specialists,  at  best,  will  ever  have 
the  opportunity  to  include  a  gem  example  of  this  date  in  their  collection.

After  1893  the  coining  presses  fell  silent  in  Carson  City.  No  one  was  cer¬ 
tain  whether  the  Mint  would  be  reactivated,  and  dies  were  kept  on  hand  for 
several  years  after,  to  be  returned  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  (where  all  dies 
were  made)  in  the  year  1900.  The  facility  served  as  a  storage  depot  for  previ¬ 
ously  coined  dollars,  until  1911,  when  large  quantities  were  shipped  to  the 
Treasury  building  in  Washington,  D.C.  Details  concerning  such  activities 
can  be  found  in  the  two-volume  bookset.  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars  of 
the  United  States:  A  Complete  Encyclopedia,  now  out  of  print,  but  generally 
available  from  dealers  in  antiquarian  numismatic  books.

Satiny  golden  gray 
matte  surfaces  with  a  trace  of  olive  toning.  Sharply  rendered  in 
high  relief,  with  all  of  the  design  details  crisp  and  bold;  the 
overall  appearance  is  of  a  sculpted,  medallic  style.  The  fields 
and  high  relief  design  elements  display  uniform,  microscopic 
granularity,  as  do  all  Matte  Proof  coins.  Tiny  breaks  in  the  sur¬ 
face  show  as  dark  areas  of  toning,  although  at  first  glance  they 
resemble  carbon  fiecks.  This  is  a  separate  and  distinct  High 
Relief  variety  of  the  1922  Peace  dollar  issue,  one  that  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  rare  in  any  grade;  perhaps  just  10  to  20  examples  were 
coined  in  the  Matte  Proof  format,  with  only  a  portion  of  that 
number  still  accounted  for.  An  incredible  offering  of  a  classic 
American  rarity,  an  issue  that  is  only  now  beginning  to  receive 
the  publicity  and  acknowledgment  it  rightfully  deseives.

In  connection  with  tliis  offering,  we  jtresent  infbnnalion  concerning  one 
of  llie  rarest  of  all  American  silver  coins,  a  variety  which  at  the  same  time  is 
not  widely  known  to  the  collecting  fraternity.  Most  of  this  information  is 
from  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars  of  the  United  States:  A  Complete  Encyclope¬ 
dia,  by  Q.  David  Bowers.  .Among  those  contributing  to  the  study  the  name 
of  R.W.  Julian  is  foremost. 

In  suminaiy,  lor  catalogue  holders  for  whom  time  is  especially  precious, 
the  facts  seem  to  be  these: 

The  production  of  1922  Peace  silver  dollars  is  as  follows: 

Low  Relief  (a  common  coin  today):  51,7.S7,()00  minted. 

High  Relief  (a  prime  rarity,  an  example  of  which  is  offered  in  the  present 
lot):  35,401  business  strikes  minted,  nearly  all  melted.  In  addition,  an  esti¬ 
mated  10  to  20  Matte  Proofs  were  struck  (as  here  offered).  As  such,  the  issue 
is  a  prime  rarity  and,  in  fact,  may  be  more  elusive  than  the  famous  1804  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  (of  which  15  are  known). 


While  doing  research  for  the  aforementioned  book,  veiy  little  in  the  way 
of  factual  information  could  be  found.  Help  was  provided  by  R.W.  Julian, 
longtime  numismatic  researcher  who  has  brought  to  light  much  data  lo¬ 
cated  and  interpreted  from  the  National  Archives  and  other  sources.  He 
commented: 

"The  1922  High  Relief  Peace  dollars  were  coined  very  early  in  January  of 
that  year.  The  die  breakage  was  too  great,  and  coinage  stopped,  There  were 
four  obverse  and  nine  reverse  dies  used  for  the  High  Relief  coinage  ex¬ 
ecuted  between  January  5  and  Januaiy  23,  1922. 

“I  copied  the  data  in  June  1974  at  the  General  Services  Administration 
archives  in  Philadelphia.  Mint  records  were  stored  there  before  being  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  National  Archives  or  destroyed  as  of  no  value.  However,  in 
1978  Mint  Director  Stella  Hackel  destroyed  everything  there  except  the  for¬ 
eign  coinage  files. 

“1  did  not  copy  the  number  of  coins  struck  from  each  reverse  die,  but  the 
number  from  each  obverse  is  as  follows:  Die  no.  1:  4,192  coins;  die  no.  2: 
3,231;  die  no.  3:  20,797;  die  no.  4:  7,181.  Total  1922  High  Relief  business 
strike  coinage:  35,401. 

“This  works  out  to  only  8,850  coins  per  obverse  die  and  3,933  per  reverse. 
This  compares  to  24,548  coins  per  obverse  die  used  in  1921  Peace  dollar 
coinage  (I  did  not  copy  the  number  of  1921  reverse  dies.)  It  then  is  no  small 
wonder  that  Morgan  felt  compelled  to  lower  the  relief.  With  tens  of  millions 
of  coins  to  be  struck,  the  number  of  dies  would  have  been  very  high.  (Dollar 
dies  used  in  the  1878-1921  period,  on  occasion  struck  more  than  400,000 
pieces,  nearly  50  times  better.) 

"The  business  strikes  were  all  supposed  to  have  been  melted,  but  perhaps 
the  extant  V'F-3()  piece  is  a  stray  that  escaped  melting.  The  Proofs  would 
have  been  struck  about  this  time  or  perhaps  up  to  a  week  or  two  later.” 

The  foregoing  information  reveals  that  business  strike  1922  High  Relief 
Peace  dollars  were  made,  by  the  tens  of  thousands,  but  were  never  circu¬ 
lated.  Such  a  wholesale  melting  of  an  issue  intended  for  circulation  was  not 
unprecedented;  in  1907,  the  Mint  melted  19,958  Saint-Gaudens  $10  gold 
pieces  with  rounded  rim  and  periods  before  and  after  the  legends  on  the 
reverse. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  1922,  noted  this: 

“The  dies  for  the  Peace  dollar  were  made  from  models  approved  by  the 
same  commission,  and  over  1,000,000  pieces  were  struck  in  1921.  Before 
the  dies  for  the  1922  issue  were  finally  ready  considerable  experimenting  to 
reduce  the  relief  was  necessary  because  of  the  extreme  difficulty  in  coin- 
age.” 

The  business  strike  mintage  of  35,401  1922  High  Relief  Peace  dollars  is 
nowhere  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report.  This  was  not  an  unusual  situa¬ 
tion  for  the  time,  as  other  melted  coins  (such  as  mint  errors)  were  not  re¬ 
ported  either. 

It  could  be  that  the  1922  High  Relief  dollars  with  Proof  finish  were  cre¬ 
ated  during  the  “considerable  experimenting,”  but  this  does  not  seem  likely, 
as  the  relief  and  designs  are  nearly  identical  to  that  of  1921.  It  may  be  that 
they  were  coined  by  or  for  George  T.  Morgan  as  delicacies  for  private  sale  to 
collectors.  Gertainly,  there  is  no  record  of  their  having  been  offered  for  gen¬ 
eral  sale. 

Numismatic  Information 

Business  strikes:  35,401  1922  High  Relief  circulation  strikes  were  mitited, 
all  or  nearly  all  of  which  were  subsequently  melted.  A  solitaiy  1922  High 
Relief  Peace  dollar  exists  today  with  non-Proof  finish,  a  V'F  coin.  Perhajts  it 
is  from  the  original  business  strike  mintage,  or  it  may  be  a  Proof  that  was 
spent. 

Proof-only  issue:  Only  a  few  1922  Proof  High  Relief  Peace  dollars  were 
mintefl.  Alllumgh  called  “Matte  Proofs,”  the  pieces  have  a  special  silver- 
gla/e  finish  (juite  unlike  the  .Sandblast  or  Matte  Proofs  of  the  itreceding  de- 
<  ade. 


Gommentary:  In  the  regisirv  given  below  are  listed  mote  dilteieiil  1922 
High  Relief  Peace  dollars  than  probably  exist;  some  entries  piobablv  dupli¬ 
cate  others.  Most  probably,  a  mintage  figure  of  10  to  20  is  coriett,  with  pei- 
haps  fewer  than  10  unduplicated  specimens  existing  today. 

•Ambassador  and  Mrs.  R.  Heniy  Norweb  aetjuired  their  spet  inu-n  from 
Texas  dealer  B.  Max  Mehl  on  April  28,  1937.  Phis  is  the  earliest  redirdetl 
transaction  involving  an  example  of  this  issue.  Guriously,  the  Norwelis  di<l 
not  note  in  their  inventory  that  it  was  a  High  Relief  coin,  prohablv  because 
none  had  ever  been  mentioned  in  numismatic  literature.  'Hiey  did  believe  it 
to  be  a  special  striking,  however,  as  it  was  aetjuired  in  addition  to  their  regu¬ 
lar  (low  relief)  1922  Uncirculated  coin.  While  Mehl  |}rohably  recognized  it 
as  a  High  Relief  coin,  apparently  he  never  said  anything  about  it  in  print. 

An  even  earlier  transaction,  the  details  of  Which  are  not  known,  must  have 
involved  the  acquisition  of  a  specimen  by  Farran  Zerbe  for  bis  Money  of  the 
World  Gollection,  which  displayed  a  Proof  example  of  the  1922  High  Relief 
by  the  time  it  was  sold  to  the  Ghase  National  Bank  (of  New  York  City)  in 
1929.  How  it  was  labeled  in  the  Zerbe  exhibit  in  the  1920s  is  not  known  to 
the  writer;  later,  in  the  196()s,  this  coin  was  studied  hy  Don  Taxay. 

Widespread  public  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the  1922  High  Relief 
did  not  emerge  until  April  1959,  when  Donald  L.  Rhodes,  a  Galifornia 
dealer,  described  one  in  his  auction  catalogue.  It  fetched  $3,100,  a  remark¬ 
ably  high  price  for  a  “strange”  variety  of  which  virtually  nothing  was  known. 
Lester  Merkin  owned  a  specimen  in  the  1950s  and  was  fond  of  showing  it  to 
his  friends,  most  of  whom  were  puzzled  hy  its  appearance. 

In  July  1961,  the  variety  came  of  age,  when  Walter  H.  Breen  described  it 
in  detail  in  an  article,  “Tbe  1922  Type  of  1921  Peace  Dollar,”  in  the  Numis¬ 
matic  Scrapbook  Magazine, 

The  knowledge  that  business  strikes  were  made,  and  in  quantity,  was  not 
known  to  the  writer  until  September  1992,  when  R.W.  Julian  provided  the 
notes  quoted  earlier. 

Availability:  Probably  somewhere  between  six  and  10  different  Proof 
specimens  are  known  today.  In  addition,  a  circulated  piece  (VT')  is  known. 
Proof  examples  have  come  on  the  market  every  year  or  so  in  the  past  two 
decades,  as  the  registiy  printed  below  indicates.  The  registry  given  below  is 
that  given  in  our  Encyclopedia. 

Varieties  of  the  1922  High  Relief  Peace  Dollar 

Circulation  issue:  High  Relief  type.  Hub  combination  IB-AA.  Not  in  \'.AM. 
The  dies  are  similar  but  not  precisely  identical  to  1921.  On  the  1922,  two 
short  rays  are  added  to  the  coronet,  L  and  WE  TRYST  and  the  mountain 
range  are  changed  in  shape;  and  hair  details  and  feathers  are  strengthened. 
.Apparently,  these  were  struck  from  dies  similar  to  the  Proofs.  35,401  were 
struck  for  circulation  early  in  January  1922;  all  or  nearly  all  later  melted. 
One  VF-30  known  (see  registiy  below)  may  be  from  this  mintage. 

Proof  issue  (as  presently  offered):  Brecn-5713.  High  Relief  as  preceding. 
Special  silvered  Matte  Proof  finish.  Goins  have  a  .special  bright  silver  matte 
finish  quite  unlike  that  on  traditional  Matte  Proofs.  Walter  H.  Breen  sought 
to  determine  the  process  by  which  this  finish  was  ap|)lied,  “but  could  never 
get  an  explanation.”  The  surfaces  of  high-grade  Proofs  are  bright  silver,  with 
any  breaks  in  the  surface  showing  as  dark  areas  of  toning  (not  surface  spots 
or  oxidation,  as  might  be  first  thought).  I’his  same  proofing  |)rocess  was 
used  by  the  Mint  for  certain  early  20th-century  silver  medals,  and  by  the  pri¬ 
vate  firm  of  W'hitehead  &  Hoag,  among  others.

•  Lester  Merkin,  who  asked  Walter  H.  Breen,  an  employee  of  New  Nether¬ 
lands  Coin  Company  at  the  time,  to  pick  the  coin  up,  for  he  felt  that  Walter 
would  be  able  to  correctly  identify  the  coin  as  being  of  the  High  Relief  vari¬ 
ety.  Breen  acquired  the  coin  in  person  on  Lester  Merkin’s  behalf  from  Mrs.

This  became  known  in  some  quarters  as  the  “Breen  Collection  coin,”  due  to 
an  ambiguous  notation  to  this  effect  in  W’alter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  of  United 
States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  1722-1989,  p.  220,  in  which  reference  it  was 
also  the  plate  coin.  According  to  Lester  Merkin,  Breen  never  owned  it. 

Walter  H.  Breen  wrote  the  following  in  the  aforementioned  book: 

“The  specimen  bought  bv  this  writer  from  Grace  A.  Moorman  shortly  af¬ 
ter  her  husband’s  death,  November  1960.  Lewis  Moorman  had  been  one  of 
my  closest  friends  in  the  coin  business  for  several  years,  and  1  could  think  of 
no  finer  way  of  expressing  my  appreciation  for  his  memory  than  bv  vindicat¬ 
ing  him  in  his  w'idow’s  eyes.  Mrs.  Moorman  had  not  approved  of  Lew’s  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  coin  for  $3,100  in  a  1958  [sic]  auction  of  the  late  Donald 
Rhodes.  This  piece  has  been  illustrated  several  times,  including  in  the  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine,  ]\x\y  1961,  p.  1722,  and  Don  Taxay’s  U.S.  Mint 
and  Coinage,  p.  357.  It  was  exhibited  about  a  dozen  times  by  Moorman  and 
twice  by  me.  Note  that  Hydeman:696  [catalogued  by  A.  Kosoffj,  repre¬ 
sented  as  a  Proof,  turned  out  to  be  a  regular  1922  dollar  ruined  by  acid  or 
the  like.  One  Eastern  specialist  flew  out  to  Los  Angeles  specifically  to  see 
that  coin;  he  did  not  bother  to  bid  on  it.  The  slur  in  the  Hydeman  catalogue 
against  the  Moorman  coin  was  based  on  misunderstandings;  Mrs.  Moorman 
had  offered  the  coin  to  several  dealers  before  1  bought  it.”

The  coin  was  marred  by  a  lew  heavy  gouges,  one 
right  behind  Liberty’s  mouth.  Nevertheless  it  realized  apjrroximately 
$8,500— a  higher  price  than  a  choice  BU  1893-S  dollar  would  have  brought.”

Thus,  a  coin  such 
as  this  offers,  again  in  our  opinion,  a  great  value  for  the  price 
paid.

An  attractive  specimen 
from  the  final  year  of  Peace  dollar  coinage.

Why  doesn't  everyone  collect  Peace  dollars?  A  coin  such  as  this  raised  this 
question— a  beautiful  piece,  with  a  relatively  low  market  value  (just  a  few 
hundred  dollars),  and  part  of  a  challenging  series.  Think  about  it.

Trade  dollars,  always  a  focus  of  interest  here  at  Bowers  and 
Merena,  are  represented  in  the  present  sale  by  a  nice  selection 
of  circulation  strikes  punctuated  by  some  attractive  Proofs.

One  of  perhaps  600  Proofs  of  the  date  coined,  although  study 
ol  Mint  records  by  the  late  I  larry  X  Uoosel  makes  an  argument 


for  865  Proofs;  the  exact  numher  will  probably  never  he 
known.  In  any  event,  today  the  1873  is  generally  regarded  as 
the  r  ar  est  Proof  in  the  tr  ade  dollar  ser  ies  1873-1883  spart  (with 
1874  being  the  .second  rar  est  Proof). 

There  arc  two  distinct  reverse  vaiieties  tor  Proofs  ol  this  date,  disoissed  at 
some  length  in  the  book,  Silvei  Dotlars  Csf'Vrade  Dalian  n]  the  I  'nited  States. 
The  variety  offered  here  is  of  the  “patched  letters"  reverse  style.  The  tops  ol 
the  E  in  ST.VTE.S  and  the  K  itr  ()E  arc  patched,  and  a  lotrg  parallel  pair  ol  flic 
scratches  extends  from  the  end  of  the  arrows,  across  the  00  itr  900,  atrd  thetr 
to  the  rim  betweerr  the  A  atrd  R  of  I)()E1.,\R. 

A  faint  birl 
obvious  scratch  is  seen  in  the  field  behind  Miss  Liberty,  and  a 
small  reverse  rim  nick  is  noted  below  the  A  in  TR.\DE.

In  1878,  the  mints  at  (larson  City  and  San  Francisco  both  produced  trade 
dollars  for  use  in  commerce  with  the  Orient,  while  the  production  of  the 
denomination  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  limited  to  just  900  Proofs,  with¬ 
out  attendant  business  strikes.  In  1879,  production  of  trade  dollars  at  the 
branch  mints  was  halted  as  well,  with  Proofonly  trade  dollars  produced  in 
Philadelphia  chiefly  for  collectors. 

In  the  book  by  Q.  David  Bowers,  The  Rare  Silver  Dollars  Dated  1804  and  the 
Exciting  Adventures  of  Edmund  Roberts,  Dave  Bowers  gives  some  interesting 
facts  concerning  American  and  other  coins  used  in  trade  with  the  Orient, 
specineally  through  Canton  (as  in  general  .American  shiits  were  allowed  to 
visit  nowhere  else  in  China).

We  present  a  veiy  nice  selection  of  gold  dollars  beginning 
with  the  first  year  of  issue,  1849,  continuing  through  to  the  last, 
the  1889.  We  understand  that  John  Dannreuther  and  Jeff 
Garrett  are  working  on  a  magnificent  new  book  on  the  gold 
dollar  series,  incorporating  many  interesting  discoveries.  As 
soon  as  we  finish  cataloguing  the  present  sale  we’ll  drop  them 
a  note  and  let  them  know— much  to  our  amazement  and 
probably  to  theirs  also— that  the  Open  and  Glosed  3  varieties  of 
1873  were  discovered  not  in  the  195()s  as  we  had  thought,  but 
were  distinctly  published  and  described  as  such  by  fhotnas  L. 
Elder  in  his  1929  sale  catalogue  of  the  Daniel  W.  \’alentine 
Collection!  Sometimes,  the  more  we  check  into  old-time  refer¬ 
ences,  the  more  we  find  that  “new”  things  really  aren't  new  at 
all.  As  another  examjjle,  the  term  Mint  State,  generally  attrib¬ 
uted  to  William  H.  Sheldon  and  used  widely  in  his  1949  book. 
Early  American  Cents,  was,  in  fact,  used  in  the  19th  centuiA'.  All 
of  this  is  coming  to  the  lore  as  your  editoi  and  up  to  a  half dozen 
research  hcljiers  at  any  given  time  are  digging  through  thou¬ 
sands  of  old  auction  catalogues  and  journals,  having  recentlv 
completed  going  through  over  200  issued  by  Elder  alone.  All 
of  this,  of  course,  is  great  sport  and  fun. 

fhe  field  of  .American  gold  coins  of  fers  well  o\  er  1 ,000  dates, 
mintmarks,  and  major  tvjie  varieties.  While  a  numlK'i  of  these 
are  rare,  the  vast  majority  are  not— and,  snrjirisingh  enough, 
nearly  comjilete  sets  of  just  about  anv  gold  series  from  tlu'  mid-

19th  centiirv  to  the  192()s  can  be  obtained  at  reasonable  cost. 

Focusing  upon  gold  dollars,  the  present  offering  contains 
inexpensive  popular  pieces  as  well  as  high  condition  coins  and 
rarities— something  for  eveiyone.  We  expect  that  gold  will 
become  increasingly  popular  in  the  future— with  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  Dannrenther-Garrett  book  certainly  doing  a  lot  for  the 
gold  dollar  series,  and  our  own  multiple  volume  work,  to  be 
produced  at  a  later  date,  adding  its  share.  A  lot  of  things  are 
going  to  come  down  the  pike!

In  fact,  the  majority 
of  major  specialized  collections  of  gold  dollars  have  not  had  an 
example  in  this  grade! 

When  completed,  the  volumes  on  gold— probably  at  least  two  volumes, 
possibly  three— will  have  a  special  section  on  each  and  every  United  States 
gold  date  and  mintmark  from  1795  to  193.S.  There  will  be  abundant  histori¬ 
cal  details,  anecdotes  and  descriptions  of  pieces  as  they  originally  were  used 
in  commerce,  details  of  minting,  and  more.

Dave  Bowers’  new  book  project  will  have  detailed  information  concerning 
the  Charlotte  Mint  (as  well  as  all  other  mints),  how  coins  were  made  there, 
how  the  process  has  differed  from  one  mint  to  another,  and  more.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  new  work  will  be  a  worthwhile  addition  to  present  volumes 
on  the  gold  series— including  the  excellent  works  by  David  W.  Akers  and 
Douglas  Winter,  among  others.

Although  not  much  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  1854-S 
gold  dollar  in  recent  times  (David  Akers’  comments  concern¬ 
ing  the  Pittman  specimen  excepted),  there  was  a  time  about  90 
years  ago  when  Thomas  L.  Elder,  the  New  York  City  dealer 
and  auctioneer,  became  veiy  excited  about  the  1854-S,  wrote 
about  it  in  detail  (including  generous  use  of  exclamation 
marks!),  and  considered  it  to  be  rarer  than  the  1860-D,  1861-D, 
and  1870-S— noting  that  in  dozens  of  sales  he  had  not  offered 
even  a  single  specimen.  Today,  more  pieces  are  known,  but  in 
the  elegant  gem  grade  offered  here,  the  aura  has  not  faded, 
and  it  is  very’  appropriate  to  follow  in  the  steps  of  Elder  and 
use  some  of  his  punctuation!!!

However, 
some  specimens  do  have  full  dates,  but  such  pieces  are  ex¬ 
tremely  rare.”  The  present  specimen  has  a  full  and  sharp  date, 
with  all  four  numerals  bold  and  crisp,  a  definite  plus  for  the 
advanced  gold  dollar  specialist.  From  a  scant  mintage  of  1,81 1 
pieces,  with  perhaps  just  three  or  four  dozen  examples  of  the 
date  surviving  for  today’s  numismatic  community  to  appreci¬ 
ate.  “Rare”  is  the  operative  word  here! 

The  various  .Akers  volumes  on  gold  coins,  published  from  1972  to  1982, 
covered  historical  auction  appearances.  Today,  these  hooks  arc  more  useful 
than  ever— as  they  sene  as  a  reality  check  in  a  world  in  which  certification  re¬ 
ports  constitute  the  “information  lihraiy”  of  many  who  arc  in  the  coiti  mar¬ 
ket.  However,  certification  reports  tend  to  be  severely  skewed  to  reflect 
multiple  submissions  of  high-grade  coins,  while  many  low-grade  coitis  are 
not  sent  in.  The  .Akers  volume  gives  a  much  more  balanced  view  as  to  the 
true  availability  of  many,  if  not  most  gold  coins.  We  recommend  that  anyone 
not  possessing  these  out-of-print  volumes  would  do  well  to  suhmil  a  want  list 
to  a  dealer  in  antiquarian  numismatic  hooks.

Quarter  eagles  are  one  of  the  most  jjojtular  series  of  I'liitecl 
States  gold  coins.  Although  early  issues  are  not  necessarily 
expensive,  in  many  instances,  they  are  extremely  rare.  For 
example,  if  as  few  as  a  half  dozen  numismatists  decided  that 
they  wanted  to  collect  quarter  eagles  of  the  decade  of  the  1 84()s 
in  AU  grade,  prices  would  triple  overnight!  Such  coins  are  only 
available  one  at  a  time,  and  not  very'  often— we  are  referring 
specifically  to  some  pieces  in  the  present  catalogue  from  the 
early  part  of  the  decade.  The  current  offering  continues 
through  the  later  Coronet  Head  issues  and  into  the  Indian 
series— yielding  an  offering  that  has  something  for  eveiy  desire.

The  same  comment  can  he 
made  lot  all  the  1840  half  eagles  Irom  the  othei  mints.  E\i  ept 
ing  a  small  handful  of  Mint  State  1840  I’hiladelphia  Mint  issues 
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auctioned  by  Siipei  ioi  a  few  years  ago,  high-grade  pieces  from 
any  mint  are  seldom  seen.  There  was  no  “first  year  of  issue  syn¬ 
drome”  with  the  quarter  eagle,  perhaps  as  the  motif  was  no 
longer  novel— having  been  used  on  the  $10  as  early  as  1838 
and  the  $5  in  1839. 

Date  U>g()typt'  veiy  bt)ldly  impressed  into  tlie  die,  and  positioned  slightly 
high.  Reverse  with  C  mintmark  high  and  with  the  upper  right  serif  embed¬ 
ded  in  the  arrttw  feather  altove. 

From  the  same  obverse  die  as  Bass:326,  327,  and  328.  Under  high  magnifi¬ 
cation  many  circular  raised  lathe  lines  are  seen  in  the  portrait  of  Miss  Liberty, 
these  being  particular  evident  among  the  words  LIBERTY'  and  on  the  neck. 
This  phenomenon  is  very  rare  in  American  coinage.  The  reader  is  referred 
to  the  dissertation  relating  to  circular  lathe  lines  as  given  beginning  on  page 
64  of  .4  Buyer's  and  EtithusicLSt’s  Guide  to  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents,  by  Q. 
David  Bowers,  where  a  bronze  1864  Indian  cent  with  circular  lathe  lines  is 
illustrated.  Thus  far,  relatively  few  coins  in  .\merican  numismatics  have 
been  identified  with  such  features,  although  in  today’s  era  of  research  and 
enlightenment  we  would  not  be  a  bit  surprised  to  see  others  found.

For  the  record,  Harry  Bass  located  two 
lovely  AU  specimens  of  the  date;  his  diligence  and  determina¬ 
tion  could  not  locate  a  finer  specimen  in  decades  of  searching! 
In  fact,  the  presently  offered  specimen  is  the  finest  of  just  five 
Uncirculated  examples  of  the  date  certified  by  PCGS,  and 
probablv  qualifies  as  finest  known  for  the  date.  That  fact  alone 
speaks  volumes  on  the  true  rarity  of  the  issue.  We  expect 
strong  bidding  competition  for  this  rare  and  lovely  quarter 
eagle.  This  is  an  opportunity  that  may  not  be  repeated.

Four-digit  date  logo  well  centered  between  the  dentils  below  and  Liberty’s 
truncation  above.  The  first  three  date  digits  are  even,  while  the  2  is  slightly 
lower— this  being  the  way  that  the  four-digit  logotype  was  made.  As  these 
words  are  being  written,  Dave  Bowers  and  a  number  of  consultants  for  the 
gold  book  are  investigating  date  logotypes  in  detail.  So  far,  it  has  been  deter¬ 
mined  that  all  Coronet  Head  double  eagles  1850-1907  were  made  from 
four-digit  (not  three-digit  plus  one  digit  added)  logotypes,  the  same  logo¬ 
type  being  used  on  all  dies  of  all  mints.  In  the  douhle  eagle  series,  in  1854, 
there  were  two  logotypes  used— Large  Date  and  Small  Date,  and  for  the 
1873  double  eagle  it  seems  that  the  four-digit  logotype  with  Closed  3  was 
modified  by  filing  it  and  creating  the  Open  3  logotype.  Regarding  $10  gold 
eagles,  the  situation  there  is  mixed— sometimes  four-digit  logotypes  were 
used  on  Coronet  Head  coins,  and  other  times  a  three-digit  logotype  was 
used  w'ith  the  fourth  digit  added  by  hand  into  the  working  die. 

With  regard  to  quarter  eagles,  research  is  still  progressing,  but  it  seems 
that  four-digit  logotypes  were  used  for  all  varieties  in  the  Coronet  Head  se¬ 
ries.  Sometimes  these  logotypes  were  made  in  a  matrix  by  starting  with  three 
digits  punched  in,  then  adding  a  fourth.  Then,  from  the  matrix,  the  fourth 
digit  was  added.  As  a  result,  the  date  numeral  size  and  arrangement  on  dies 
for  all  mints  is  the  same,  although  the  position  of  the  four-digit  logotype  can 
var\'  from  die  to  die.

There  are  two  known  reverse  varieties  for  this  date,  both  of  which  were 
described  in  Walter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  at  Breen-6355.  The  variety  offered 
here  was  described  bv  Breen  as  “The  other  variety  (much  rarer)  has  date  far¬ 
ther  right;  no  break  at  L;  S  lower,  leans  left.”  The  S  mintmark  on  this  speci¬ 
men  is  just  slightly  above  center  and  centrally  located  in  the  space  below  the 
bow,  and  exhibits  a  marked  tilt  to  the  left.  The  1  in  the  date  is  located  below 
the  space  between  the  O  and  the  first  L  of  DOLLARS.  There  is  no  die  break 
from  the  second  L  in  DOLLARS,  and  the  leaf  to  the  left  of  the  date  is  nearly 
complete.  Conversely,  Lots  658  and  659  in  our  sale  of  the  Harrv’  W.  Bass,  Jr. 
Collection,  Part  II,  were  struck  from  an  entirely  different  reverse  than  that 
of  the  coin  offered  here.  On  the  Bass  specimens,  the  S  mintmark  is  higher  in 
the  field  below  the  bow  and  exhibits  what  may  be  a  clash  mark  at  the  top  of 
the  S.  The  1  of  the  date  lines  up  in  a  central  positiern  below  the  O  in  DOL¬ 
LARS.  There  is  a  die  crack  at  the  base  of  the  second  L  in  the  denomination, 
and  the  leaf  to  the  left  of  the  date  is  tenuous  in  appearance.

A  few  light  scratches 
are  mentioned  for  accuracy  even  though  they  only  make  their 
presence  known  under  low  magnification.  A  scarce  and  popu¬ 
lar  branch  mint  issue,  one  of  just  14,000  examples  of  the  date 
coined.  Much  of  that  mintage  went  immediately  into  trade, 
thus  explaining  the  average  grade  of  VF  or  so  for  the  date.  At 
AU,  this  becomes  a  date  of  some  importance.  The  attractive 
specimen  offered  here  is  but  five  grading  points  lower  than 
the  impressive  coin  we  offered  as  Lot  664  in  our  sale  of  the 
Harry’  W.  Bass,  Jr.  Collection,  Part  II,  in  October  1999!

2333  1858  MS-62  (PCGS).  A  lustrous  and  satiny  orange-gold  speci¬ 
men  with  plenty  of  eye  appeal  for  the  grade.  One  of  the  great 
rarities  in  the  $3  series,  although  not  widely  recognized  as  such 
today,  just  2,13.3  examples  of  the  date  were  struck,  all  for  com¬ 
merce.  The  relatively  few  collectors  of  the  era  who  desired  an 
example  of  this  date  almost  universally  accjuired  Proofs.  The 
entire  production  of  this  date  took  place  from  a  single  paii  of 
dies  on  August  26,  1858.  .Mmost  certainly  the  entire  mintage 
was  released  into  circulation,  where  the  coins  became  widely 
scattered  and  well  used. 

Today,  probably  fewer  than  100  business  strikes  exist.  Re¬ 
garding  these,  the  typical  specimen  is  usually  found  in  VF  or 
EF,  with  an  occasional  foray  into  AU.  Mint  State  coins  are  .so 
rare  that  often  years  elapse  between  our  handling  ol  an  ex¬ 
ample  by  private  treaty  oi  at  public  auction. 

Today  in  2000,  the  1858  (loes  not  garner  its  lair  share  ol 
fame,  for  a  reading  of  mintage  figures  alone  does  not  tell  the 
entire  stoiy  of  the  date.  When  the  1858  is  compared  with  cer¬ 
tain  low  production  figures  of  the  1880s,  many  collectors  erro¬ 
neously  conclude  that  the  1858  is  a  “lesser”  coin.  However,  to 


do  this  is  to  overlook  the  fact  that  issues  of  the  1880s  were  saved 
numismatically  and  iti  significayxl  (ptanlilies  while  pieces  dated 
1858  were  not.  That  succinct  difference  is  all  important  and 
generally  apparent  to  serious  students  of  the  denomination.

2334  1859  MS-61  (PCGS).  Lively  rose  iridescence  graces  highly  lus¬ 
trous  orange-gold  surfaces.  Struck  from  clashed  dies.  Numer¬ 
ous  die  polish  lines  can  be  seen  among  the  obverse  legends.  A 
definite  winner  at  the  assigned  grade. 

From  a  late  state  of  Brecn-6.S61.  repnnchcd  1  and  9.  The  upper  riglit 
cui've  of  the  9  in  the  date  is  markedly  doubled,  hut  no  traces  of  douhling  can 
be  seen  at  the  1;  perhaps  the  doubling  there  faded  with  die  use. 

The  date  logotype  is  deeply  impressed  into  the  working  die.  Breen  de¬ 
scribed  the  date  numerals  as  “oddly  shaped”  and  attributed  them  to  .An¬ 
thony  C.  Pacjuet,  who  at  the  time  was  a  Mint  employee.  Upon  inspection, 
the  upper  left  of  the  serif  of  the  1  has  an  unusual  curved  sha|}e,  the  5  is  un- 
usuallv  thick  at  the  right  and  with  a  small  ball  to  the  left,  and  the  9  is  cpiite 
squat,  with  the  lower  part  being  much  smaller  than  the  upper  section.  ,\11  $3 
pieces  of  1859  are  from  this  logotype  punch.

Re])ortedly,  some  2,592  coins 
from  that  piodnction  run  were  considered  to  be  light  in  weight.  Those 
pieces  were  put  aside  and  stored  at  the  Mint  until  18119,  at  whic  h  lime  they 
were  melted  into  bullion.  .Vccordingly.  the  net  mintage  of  coins  of  this  dale 
intended  lor  ttse  in  circulation  is  only  4,408.

2340  1861  MS-62  (PCGS).  Satiny,  lustrous  surfaces  exhibit  lightly 
frosted  central  motifs  and  somewhat  prooflike  fields.  A  choice 
coin  tor  the  giade  despite  the  presence  of  a  few  light  marks. 
One  of  5,959  examples  of  the  date  struck  for  circulation. 

The  obverse  of  this  specimen  shows  diagonal  striae  (at  a  45°  orientation), 
seemingly  a  characteristic  of  all  examples  of  the  date  struck.  Walter  Breen 
noted  that  this  date  was  always  encountered  “with  thin  letters  and  field  stria- 
tions  on  the  obverse.”  The  reverse  of  the  currently  offered  coin  displays  die 
striations  that  are  more  plentiful  and  more  apparent  than  are  those  on  the 
obverse.  Such  striae  penade  virtually  all  silver  and  gold  denominations  of 
the  Civil  War  years.  Perhaps  a  specific  article  concerning  them  would  make 
interesting  reading  for  The  Gobrecht  Journal  (while  this  particular  piece  was 
designed  by  Longacre,  most  silver  and  gold  coins  of  the  Civil  War  era  were 
by  Gobrecht).

A  delightful  orange-gold  specimen  with 
frosty  motifs  and  reflective  fields;  the  reverse  is  particularly 
mirrorlike.  A  low-mintage  rarity  within  the  series,  one  of  Just 
1,140  business  strikes  of  tbe  date  produced.  Generally  avail¬ 
able  in  VF  or  so,  with  AU  and  finer  specimens  regarded  as 
great  numismatic  prizes.  A  pleasing  coin  with  Just  a  few  light 
marks  of  any  consequence  present. 

By  way  of  a  general  observation,  business  strike  $3  issues  of  the  1860s  are 
very  difficult  to  locate,  this  being  particularly  true  of  the  dates  from  1863 
onward.  Attractive  Mint  State  pieces,  while  not  unheard  of,  appear  in  the 
numismatic  marketplace  only  at  widely  spaced  intervals.  It  seems  that  the 
few  active  collectors  of  the  era  desiring  examples  of  the  denomination  at  the 
time  of  issue  simply  purchased  Proofs  from  the  Mint.  Business  strikes  were 
essentially  ignored. 


2346  1866  AU-58  (PCGS),  Plenty  of  lustre  remains  on  satiny  honey 
gold  surfaces,  and  splashes  of  rose  iridescence  adorn  the  high 
points.  A  pleasing  example  of  a  rare  date  of  which  Just  4,000 
business  strikes  were  produced. 

The  date  logotype  this  year  was  made  by  punching  the  final  6  deeper  into 
the  matrix  from  which  the  logotype  was  made.  This  gives  the  final  6  a  some¬ 
what  larger  and  heavier  appearance  and  which  carried  over  to  the  dies  made 
by  the  logotype.  Further,  on  the  present  working  die,  the  digit  1  is  especially

The  currently  offered  specimen  presents  a  later  reverse  die  state  than  the 
coin  discussed  at  Lot  682  in  our  sale  of  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  |r.  Gollection, 
I’art  11,  (October  1999).  In  additit)n  to  the  horizontal  reverse  die  crack  that 
reaches  from  the  rim  to  the  second  lowest  leaf  on  the  viewer's  right  of  the 
wreath,  another  crack  has  now  formed.  This  crack  descends  vertically  from 
the  rim  at  1:00  to  the  tip  of  the  midtlle  one  of  the  three  cotton  leaves  lu4ow, 
then  runs  along  the  outer  etlge  of  that  leaf  and  the  one  immedialelv  below, 
terminating  in  the  field  below  the  highest  husk  of  the  com  ear  below. 
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2348  1868  AU-58  (PCGS).  Lustrous  honey  gold  with  rich  orange 
and  rose  higlilights.  The  fields  are  somewhat  reflective  and  the 
devices  are  lightly  frosted.  Free  of  all  but  some  scattered  trivial 
marks.  A  lovely,  lightly  circulated  survivor  from  a  business 
strike  mintage  of  just  4,850  pieces. 


2349  1869  AU-55  (PCGS).  Lustrous  orange-gold  with  rich  rose  high¬ 
lights.  A  delightful  example  of  this  popular  low-mintage  rarity. 
A  few  tiny  marks  are  noted  for  accuracy,  but  the  aesthetic  ap¬ 
peal  of  the  specimen  is  still  strong.  Just  2,500  examples  of  the 
date  were  struck  for  circulation  purposes,  with  most  of  the  sur¬ 
vivors  from  that  production  run  in  the  VF  or  EF  category. 


2350  1870  AU-58  (PCGS).  Highly  lustrous  honey  gold  with  a  lively 
hint  of  rose  iridescence.  The  fields  are  somewhat  reflective.

While  Mint  State  s|>ecimens  of 
the  date  (such  as  the  piece  otfered  here)  are  not  absolute  rarities,  the  de¬ 
mand  for  attractive  gold  $3  coins  is  so  widespread  that  whenever  a  “new" 
example  enters  the  numismatic  marketplace,  it  is  greeted  with  enthusiastic 
bidding  activity. 

.\s  these  words  are  being  written  (by  Frank  Van  V'alen)  Dave  Bowers  and 
his  “crew’"  of  researchers  are  going  through  over  200  catalogues  issued  dur¬ 
ing  the  early  20th  century  by  Thomas  L.  Elder.  Along  the  w’ay  it  was  found- 
new  information  to  Dave— that  Tom  dispersed  a  small  cache  of  1879  $3 
pieces.  Such  things  arc  being  captured  as  they  are  noted,  and  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  books  on  gold  coins.  In  the  meantime,  Dave  has  sent  an  at  tide 
about  Thomas  L.  Elder  off  to  The  Niunismatist,  in  which  venue  it  is  expected 
to  appear  in  two  or  three  installments.  Some  may  recall  that  about  20  years 
ago  Tom  DcLorey  showcased  Elder  in  a  two-part  series  describing  the  inter¬ 
esting  and  often  provocative  medals  issued  by  Elder:  tbe  effort  earned 
DeLorey  a  well-deserved  Heath  Literaiy  .Award.

One 
o{  just  500  business  strikes  of  the  date  produced,  the  lowest 
mintage  of  any  date  struck  for  circulation  iti  the  series.  Indeed, 
its  mintage  figure  is  among  the  lowest  of  all  regular  issue  dates 
in  the  etitire  U.S.  coinage  spectrum!  We  antici])ate  a  high  de¬ 
gree  of  interest  iti  this  rarity,  so  please  bid  accordingly. 

Curiously,  allhough  collectors  were  veiy  iiilerested  in  gold  dollars  during 
Ibis  time,  it  seems  that  quarter  eagles  and  $3  |)ieces,  also  of  relatively  low- 
mintages,  were  generally  overlooked.  'Hius,  there  is  no  such  thing-so  far  as 
we  are  aware-of  a  hoard  or  cadie,  not  even  a  small  one,  ot  1881  ,$3  pieces. 
Most  exanqiles  coming  on  the  maiket  have  been  worn  or  impaired  in  one 
way  oi  another. 


In  today’s  woikl  of  numismatit  i-xcitement  aiul  high  values,  it  might  be  a 
good  idea  to  take  a  second  look  at  a  coin  siu  h  as  this  1881.  whiih  oilers  a 
great  deal  ol  —  foundational  value  —basic  raritv,  a  featuie  wliic  li  nevei  goes 
out  of  style.

Under  Lot  701  in  our  sale  of  the  Harry  W.  Bass.Jr.  Collection,  I’art  II.  the 
following  information  a|jpeared:  “Date  logotype  lightly  repunched,  with  ves¬ 
tige  of  earlier,  higher  2  above  the  final  digit.  V'ears  ago,  before  studying  the 
subject  carefully,  we  felt  that  the  1882  $3  was  made  by  using  a  three-digit 
logotype,  188,  and  then  adding  the  2  (or  other  digit  on  other  dates)  as  a|>- 
propriate.  However,  it  is  our  current  belief  that  a  four-digit  logotvpe  was 
used,  that  one  end  of  the  logotype  punch  touched  the  die  and  was  im¬ 
pressed,  creating  the  artifact  just  mentioned.” 

The  specimen  offered  here  is,  presumably,  from  a  ver)-  early  state  of  the 
reverse  die.  The  loojrs  of  the  second  8  in  the  date  show  definite  remnants  ol 
a  previously  punched  8  within,  as  well  as  a  small  artifact  from  that  original 
numeral  on  the  outside  edge  of  the  second  8. 1  his  indicates  that  a  four-digit 
logotype  was  used.  Perhaps  the  date  was  incorrectly  entered  at  an  unusual 
angle  (the  remnants  of  the  first  8  being  slightly  lower  in  the  die  than  the 
remnants  of  the  first  2),  then  effaced  and  re-entered  in  its  more  central  posi¬ 
tion.  Of  course,  our  original  scenario  “that  one  end  of  the  logotv])e  jnmch 
touched  the  die  and  was  impressed”  is  also  a  distinct  possibility.

The  S3  series  offers  many  opportunities  to  the  alert  buyer.  There  is  no 
such  thing  as  a  common  $3  gold  coin,  although  some  are  more  available  than 
others— the  most  available  being  the  1854,  1874,  and  1878.  For  quite  a  few 
years  Norman  Stack  in  the  catalogues  of  his  illustrious  firm  noted  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  the  denomination,  offering  the  opportunity  to  actpiire  a  wide  vari¬ 
ety  of  dates  and  mintmarks  at  surprisingly  reasonable  cost.  His  sentiments 
could  be  reprinted  today  with  little  change.  Often  the  market  overlooks  the 
obvious.  Coins  such  as  these  are  so  scarce  that  dealers  with  large  advertising 
budgets  seldom  have  more  than  a  few  for  sale,  and  thus  they  are  not  fea¬ 
tured  or  promoted.  Of  course,  this  translates  into  a  manelous  opportiaiity 
for  those  seeking  excellent  value.

A  truly  lovely  coin  with  few  peers 
and  none  graded  finer.

Of  the  six  pieces  called  MS-64  by  PCOS,  it  is  nearly  certain  that  the  current 
specimen  is  listed  twice.  This  specimen  first  appeared  in  Part  11  of  the  Bass 
Collection  (Lot  895),  in  a  PCGS  holder  nuirked  “Harry  W.  Bass."  It  was  later 
resubmitted  to  PCGS  with  the  hope  of  obtaining  an  ujtgrade  (a  testimony  to 
the  overall  quality  of  the  coins  that  were  in  the  Bass  Collection).  I'he  coin 
maititained  its  M.S-64  status  on  its  second  trip  to  the  grading  company,  but  is 
tiow  housed  in  a  holder  that  makes  no  mention  of  the  Bass  pedigree. 

The  use  of  certification  service  data  is  a  double-edged  sword,  hi  a  relative 
sense  it  is  useful— for,  obviously,  a  coin  for  which  50  jiicces  have  been  certi¬ 
fied  iti  a  certain  grade  is  virtually  certainly  rarer  than  one  for  which  just 
1, ()()()  pieces  have  been  certified  in  the  same  grade.  However,  on  an  absolute 
basis,  the  data  can  be  confusing.  Recently,  the  Certified  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter 
stated  that  such  data  seemed  to  be  responsible  for  a  dramatic  drop  in  the 
value  of  an  MS-65  1881-S  dollar,  for  which  in  1986  a  relatively  small  number 
had  been  certified,  but  by  the  year  2000  the  number  had  run  over  84,000. 
'Phis  tnakes  interesting  reading,  but  the  fact  remains— not  too  much  logic 
needed  here— that  precisely  the  same  number  of  1881-S  silver  dollars  that 
existed  in  the  whole  world  in  1896  still  exist  in  the  whole  world  in  the  year 
2000.  If  anything,  fewer  exist  now,  as  probably  few  have  been  lost,  damaged 
or  stolen.  However,  in  virtually  all  series,  continual  reading  of  certification 
data  gives  the  false  impression  that  the  number  of  such  pieces  is  increasing. 

A  few  years  ago  when  compiling  our  two-volume  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade 
Dolla  rs  of  the  United  States:  A  Complete  Encyclopedia  we  found  it  rather  curious 
that  a  certain  very  rare  silver  dollar  was  certified  to  the  extent  of  six  pieces  in 
a  particular  Mint  State  grade,  when  even  an  individual  coin  would  be  so  rare 
that  we  might  go  a  long  time  without  seeing  one.  We  contacted  PGGS,  and, 
if  niemor)'  serves,  it  was  Bruce  Amspacher  who  mentioned  that  of  the  six 
listings,  five  of  them  represented  a  single  coin  that  had  been  sent  in  five 
times. 

Today  in  the  year  2000,  there  is  a  great  hunger  for  “facts,”  and  numbers 
offer  security.  Indeed,  it  is  a  world  of  numbers.  However,  often  numbers 
can  be  misleading,  and  some  good  old  fashioned  logic  must  be  applied,  to¬ 
gether  with  knowledge  of  what  is  rare  and  what  isn’t,  based  upon  past  auc¬ 
tion  appearances,  experiences  of  old-time  dealers,  etc. 

In  the  field  of  gold  coins,  the  series  of  six  volumes  produced  by  David  W. 
Akers  and  the  Paramount  International  Coin  Corporation  1975-1982  can 
be,  in  our  opinion,  a  much  better  guide  to  the  true  availability  of  coins  in 
certain  grades  than  are  certification  reports.  These  familiar  old  chestnuts 
are  worth  adding  to  any  numismatic  library.  Although  they  are  out  of  print, 
tnost  numismatic  booksellers  have  them  now  and  then.  Not  too  long  ago  at 
the  Florida  United  Numismatists  Convention  at  the  large  display  of  books 
mounted  by  Art  Rubino,  there  were  multiple  such  volumes  for  sale.

Often  in  numismatics, 
the  opportunity  is  more  important  than  the  price  paid— as  money  is  apt  to  he 
around  for  a  long  time,  and  perhajts  even  “common”  in  comparison  to  cer¬ 
tain  rare  coins  such  as  this. 

As  a  class.  New  Orleans  half  eagles  are  far  rarer  in  Mint  State  than  are  those 
of  Charlotte  oi  Dahlonega.  This  fact  is  not  widely  known,  but  is  quite  true 
that  this  pertains  to  virtually  all  of  the  New  Orleans  issues  of  the  1840s  and

2443  1858  MS-64  (PCGS).  This  is  one  of  the  most  exciting  gold  coin 
rarities  we  have  ever  offered— quite  a  statement  coming  from 
us,  considering  all  that  we  have  seen,  handled,  and  done. 

The  present  piece  is  a  numismatic  marvel,  one  of  a  kind  at 
this  grade  level  to  our  knowledge,  a  piece  that  we  will  forever 
remember— and  that  will  be  a  show  coin  in  the  cabinet  of  its 
next  owner. 

This  specimen  is  highly  lustrous,  somewhat  prooflike,  and 
has  rich  golden  orange  surfaces.  From  a  technical  numerical 
viewpoint  and  also  an  aesthetic  viewpoint— a  dynamic  combi¬ 
nation— this  coin  has  no  equal  of  which  we  are  aware.  Indeed, 
in  many  years  of  buying,  selling,  and  auctioning  coins,  we  have 
never  seen  anything  like  it. 

In  the  .$10  series,  the  1858  is  one  of  the  most  important  is¬ 
sues.  Just  2,521  circulation  strikes  were  made  in  an  era  in 
which  no  numismatic  attention  was  paid  to  them.  So  far  as  is 
known,  not  a  single  collector  saved  an  example.  The  entire 
mintage  slipped  into  circulation,  gradually  becoming  worn, 
with  typical  grades  tf)day  being  VF  and  FF  when  an  1858  is 
encounterefl— which  is  not  often. 

I  he  [jresent  specimen  is  the  David  Akers  plate  coin,  pictured 
on  page  78  of  his  Unilert  Stales  (iolrt  (loins,  Volume  V,  Eagles 
1 795- 1933;  a  small  car  bon  fleck  in  the  obverse  field  below 
Fiberty’s  r  bin,  and  two  more  tiny  flec  ks  at  the  eagle’s  wingtip 
between  I  Ni  l  f.l)  and  .S'l  A  I  F.S  attest  to  that  fact.  Aker  s  noted 


he  knew  of  just  “One  gem  Uncirculated  piece  (pictured  above) 
that  was  unknown  to  the  numismatic  world  until  1972.” 

This  identical  specimen  was  later  catalogued  by  David  Akers 
and  offered  in  Paramount’s  section  of  Auction  ‘80.  The  Akers’ 
description  of  this  coin  is  given  herewith: 

"The  1858  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  eagle  series  and,  because  of  ear¬ 
lier  enthusiastic  auction  descriptions  by  such  articulate  and  well  known  deal¬ 
ers  as  B.  M;rx  Mehl,  it  is  undoubtedly  the  most  famous  issue  of  this  under¬ 
rated  denomination.  Most  of  the  relatively  few  known  specimens  (pcrhajis 
25-.80  in  all  grades)  are  well  worn  with  VF  being  typical.  Until  this  one-of-a- 
kind  specimen  was  ‘discovered’  in  1972,  there  had  not  even  been  a  rumor  of 
a  Mint  State  1858  eagle.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  specimen  is 
unapproached  in  quality  by  any  other  known  example  of  this  date.  It  is  at 
least  10  points  and  possibly  as  much  as  15  points  better  than  the  next  best 
specimen.  The  term  ‘Finest  Known’  is  overused  and  abused  in  today’s  cpial- 
ity  oriented  market,  but  we  feel  confident  in  applying  it  to  this  particular 
coin.  Without  question,  this  is  one  of  the  most  prestigious  and  important 
coins  in  all  of  U.S.  numismatics  and  we  feel  it  will  realize  a  bid  commensu¬ 
rate  wilb  its  rarity,  quality,  and  importance.  As  a  final  note  on  this  coin,  we 
would  like  to  mention  that  it  had  been  consigned  to  Axu  tion  'HO  by  tbe  F.W. 
Bohren  Trust  Fund.  The  Fund  purchased  it  from  Paul  Nugget  of  Manfra, 
Tordella  &  Brookes,  a  New  York  numismatic  firm.  M'FB  had  aetjuired  it  in 
1972  and  jirior  to  that  time,  the  coin  had  reportedly  resided  in  the  same 
leather  pouch  since  it  was  struck  in  1858!"

.sale.  Lot  916.  At  |)resent  it  is  the  |)i  ()pei  ty  of  a  fanions  eastern 
ntnnisinatist. 
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Uitli  regard  (o  ruiiiicrs-up  in  (juality,  tlic  next  finest  circulation  strike  of 
vvliicli  we  are  aware  grades  MS-fiO  or  MS-fil— quite  a  distance  away.  Bevond 
that,  a  few  other  pieces  known  are  generally  in  the  \T  to  EK  range. 

1  he  lame  of  the  1858  is  long  lived,  and  in  our  current  study  of  gold  coins 
we  have  noted  that  whenever  a  numismatic  auctioneer  (with  a  strong  sense 
of  tradition)  has  an  example  for  stile,  such  jjieces  are  showcased— examples 
being  in  various  fine  sales  held  by  Stack’s  and,  to  mention  another  event,  a 
full  page  given  to  a  circulated  example  in  Kagin’s  memorable  1975  .4NA 


Convention  sale.  The  editor  (Ql)B)  would  he  pleased  to  fuinish  a  multi- 
page  |)rintoul  of  data  aiul  information  gathered  on  the  1858  eagle  in  lon- 
nection  with  the  gold  coin  book  project.

Poignantly,  in  his  1893  work,  Mint  Marks,  Augustus  G.  Heaton  stated  that 
he  knew  of  numismatists  who  were  interested  in  $1  and  $3  pieces  bv  mint- 
marks,  but  not  a  single  numismatist  anywhere  who  saved  $2.50,  $5,  $10,  or 
$20  coins.  Moreover,  he  made  the  suggestion— which  we  are  not  aware  that 
anyone  subsequently  followed— that  people  living  in  the  West  would  do  well 
to  look  for  Garson  City  and  other  mintmarked  gold  coins  then  in  circula¬ 
tion! 

The  response  from  the  numismatic  community  was  a  large  unstifled  yawn. 
Years  later,  when  Carson  City  coins  became  numismatically  desirable— 
which  occurred  in  a  significant  way  beginning  in  the  1930s— there  were  pre- 
ciotis  few'  to  be  found.  Today,  all  Carson  City  $10  gold  coins  are  scarce  to 
rare,  with  those  of  the  early  1870s  being  especially  so.

“One  1904-0  eagle  exists  which  offers  a  very  convincing  ar¬ 
gument  for  being  called  a  branch  mint  Proof  or  a  presentation 
striking.  This  coin  is  incredibly  well  struck  and  has  a  satiny  fin¬ 
ish  which  is  actually  somewhat  similar  in  appearance  and  tex¬ 
ture  to  that  found  on  1909  to  1910  Satin  Finish  Proof  gold 
coins.” 

Winter  also  notes  the  existence  of  an  accompanying  enve¬ 
lope  (also  see  below).  Apparently  this  coin  was  struck  for  scjine 
long-forgotten  occasion  involving  W.J.  Brophy.  To  produce 
such  a  coin  would  have  involved  polishing  the  dies  carefully 
and  striking  the  pieces  with  equal  care.  Gombining  the  high 
numerT  al  grade  of  this  piece  with  the  proollike  surfaces,  with 


the  sharpness  of  strike,  and  with  its  overall  ver)'  special  aspect, 
the  result  is  a  coin  that  will  be  a  showpiece  in  any  specialized 
collection  of  Coronet  Head  $10  coins. 

Accompanied  by  a  letter  written  and  signed  by  Walter  Breen  which  reads: 
“Cincinnati  ANA,  July  23,  1988.  To  Whom  It  May  Concern:  This  certifies 
that  1  have  examined  the  accompanying  coin  &  that  I  unhesitatingly  declare 
it  a  genuine  Proof  1904-0  eagle,  the  first  and  only  one  1  have  heard  of.  Its 
surface  and  striking  quality  are  in  a  class  with  Philadelphia  Proof  eagles  of 
the  |5eriod;  it  is  free  of  nicks,  dents,  scratches  or  other  handling  marks:  ex¬ 
traordinary  and  unprecedented,  unlike  any  business  strikes  of  this  date.  (It 
is  identifiable  by  a  faint  streak  vertically  in  field  below  U  (ST),  otherwise  the 
coin  is  as  near  to  perfection  as  one  could  wish.)  It  allegedly  came  in  an  enve¬ 
lope  (with  a  Proof  1904-0  coin  of  another  denomination)  identifying  it  as 
the  first  specimen  struck.  However  this  may  be,  it  is  the  finest  190TO  eagle 
I  have  ever  seen  or  heard  of.  Respectfully  submitted,”  then  signed  by  Breen. 

The  envelope  noted  by  both  Walter  Breen  and  Douglas  Winter  accompa¬ 
nies  this  lot.  It  is  a  standard  2X2  envelope  of  the  era,  upon  which  is  written 
in  fine  handwriting  and  in  ink:  “First  Gold/Coined  lOOd/W.f  Brophy/ 
Coiner/U.S.  Mint/$  10.00/ 100/and/$5. 00  100.”  Incredibly  enough,  the 
1904-0  eagle  is  the  only  gold  denomination  produced  at  New  Orleans  that 
year;  il  a  1904-0  half  eagle  was  once  in  the  envelope,  its  numismatic  impor¬ 
tance  would  be  nothing  short  of  spectacular  if  the  coin  reap[)eai  ed!

1857-S  double  eagle  being  the  most  plentiful  variety  found)  would  have  his 
or  her  interest  piqued  and  would  go  on  to  ask,  “What  else  is  available?”  By 
comparison,  a  coin  such  as  this  1860-S  in  AU-55  grade  is  exceedingly  rare.

A  rising  tide  lifts  all  ships,  it  has  been  said,  and  the  marketing  of  gold  f  rom 
the  S.S.  Central  America  will  no  doubt  increase  awareness  of  the  entire 
double  eagle  scries  and  will  accelerate  interest  in  it— much  as  the  release  of 
the  fantastic  Treasun  Hoard  of  hundreds  of  millions  of  Morgan  and  Peace 
silver  dollars  in  1962-1964  served  to  vastly  increase  the  number  of  people 
interested  and,  eventually,  dramatically  increase  tbe  prices.

This  represents  the  last  readily  collcctihle  year  in  the  double  eagle  series, 
those  from  1929  onward  being  rarities  in  every  case.  Current  research  has 
led  us  to  believe  that  double  eagles  of  the  last  collectible  year,  1932,  were 
never  distributed  to  banks  and  never  exported,  but  were  distributed  solely 
to  numismatists  who  acquired  them  from  the  Treasury  Department— which 
at  the  time  was  very  willing  to  supply  the  needs  of  collectors.  In  later  years, 
F.C.C.  Boyd  was  among  those  who  distributed  at  least  a  small  handful.

W  e  offer  a  nice  selection  of  commemorative  silver  coins  of 
the  “classic  ’  early  years.  Today,  the  market  for  these  still 
remains  rather  soft,  yielding  purchase  possibilities  that  in  many 
instances  are  but  a  fraction  of  what  the  same  coins  sold  for 
during  the  market  peak  of  1989. 

The  reasons  for  the  current  low  price  are  multifold  and 
consist  at  least  in  part  of  a  vast  number  of  modern  commemo¬ 
rative  offerings  by  tbe  Bureau  of  the  Mint,  some  of  which  on  the 
resale  market  have  sold  for  less  than  the  offering  price— 
“turning  off'  quite  a  few  buyers.  However,  upon  inspection  of 
mintage  records,  it  will  be  seen  that  just  about  any  commemo¬ 
rative  of  the  early  years  1892-1954  is  scarce  or  even  rare  in 
comparison  to  mintages  of  modern  pieces.
